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FUNDED DEBT. 

The statement of the funded indebtedness <>f the I Mat ricl of I Columbia 
and late corporation «>f Washington, made i>.\ the Treasurer of* the 
United States, who is ex <>tji' i<> commissioner <»l" t he sinking fund of the 
District of Columbia, made 30th of June, ISSiS, shows, that at that date 
the total amount of indebtedness on all accounts was $21,279,5**0, This 
is a fair decrease upon the amount reported as of fcbe corresponding 
date in the year preceding, and shows a satisfactory condition of the 
obligations for which the District is responsible. Details of the nature 
and character of the aggregate debt of the District are to be found in 
the report of the Treasurer, herewith submitted as pari of the Commis- 
sioners' report,

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No appropriation is made fir this work, and it otherwise could not be 
done. Besides tin* work thus accomplished, quite a number of the in- 
mates of the Workhouse have been employed upon and about the farm 
attached to the Asylum ami the crops, consisting principally of vege- 
tables, have beeu ted out to the prisoners, thus considerably assisting 
in thmr support and lessening the cost to the Government. Theintend- 
ant calcul; tes the value of the labor performed ami of the crops raised 
b\ this use of the prisoners, and attention is a*keri to the details con- 
tained in the report. 

Daring the pas! year work on tin 4 conversion of Magazine No. 1 into 
a workhouse tor females, as required by the act of Uougress making 
appropriations for the year, has gone on with care ami dispatch, and 
the bouse will be ready tor occupation about the 1st of December. 

w hen the buildiug is completed and furnished it will provide comfort- 
able accommodations tor about 96 female prisoners, and will, to that 
extent, relieve the present workhouse. A report, showing the work 
done in the hospital department of the Asylum, accompanies the 
report ot the intendant, and particular attention is called to it and its 
suggest ions as to furl her hospital space and convenience. This hospital 
is general in its character. Patients of all classes, without regard to 
sex, color, or condition are admitted, and it is the only hospital for the 

sick to which patients ate admitted upon the order of the Commis- 
sioners alone. It is believed to be excellent in all its appointments, and 
its accommodations should be so enlarged as to meet all contingencies. 
(It ina\ not be amiss in t his connect ion to call attention to the need 
that exists in tin* District for a home for incurables. The pa^t year has 
demonstrated that such an institution would find a great field for its 
peculiar work in this community. Ordinary hospitals are not usually 
provided wit li the proper appliances for the care and charge of these 
particular patients in addition to their general inmates. Nor are such 
hospitals usually endowed in any way with funds that can be devoted 
to the care of such patients. Uuder these circumstances some special 
pro\ isioii is absolutely required for the ebargeof this unfortunate class, 
and attention is respectfully solicited to it.) 

HHAEITIES. 

Transmitted herewith are the annual reports of the respective insti- 
tutions of charity (other than the Government Hospital for the Insane) 
wholly or partially supported from District revenues by direct appro- 
priation from Congress, namely, the Reform School, the Industrial 
Home School, the Columbia Hospital, the Women's Christian Associa- 
tion, the National Association for Relief of Colored Women and Chil- 
dren, the Children's Hospital, Saint Ann's Infant -Asylum, and the 
Church Orphanage. Also reports from several institutions that are 
aided by the Commissioners from the poor fund, namely, the Emer- 
gency Hospital, the Women's Dispeusary, the Homeopathic Dispensary, 
the Benevolent Society of Washington, the Aged Women's Home, and 

the Night Lodging House. , 

Also the report of the police surgeons as to the sanitary condition 
of the various charitable institutions deriving aid from District revenues. 
This report shows their sanitary condition to be excellent, and the Com- 
missioners believe they are generally well conducted. 

The Commissioners again renew their former suggestion that as the 
public expenditures for charity are large it would seem to be expedient 
to appoint an officer to devote his time to that service, with the accom-

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panying legislation authorizing the Commissioners to withhold appro- 
priations in case of needless extravagance or failure to fulfill tin* rea- 
sonable expectation of public benefit on the part of the benefioiariea. 

POLICE DEPARTMENT. 

The police department deserves much credit for its efficiency aud food 

discipline. 

The report of the major of police exhibits the present condition of the 
force, the services it rendered during the year, aud the animal statistics 
of crime. 

The number of the force is. in the opinion of the Commissioner*. Inad- 
equate tortlie service required, and they have therefore submitted esti • 
mates lor tureen men additional of class one, which does not exceed the 
number authorized by law .

ordinary one is required. The purchase of such engine contemplates 
no additional expanse for its service save supplying it with fuel when 

used and keeping it in repair. 

HEALTH OFFICE. 

The report of the health officer shows the sanitary condition ot the Dis- 
trict to be good. The Commissioners approve the suggestion therein 
contained that future contracts for removal of garbage should include 
the removal of ashes, and thus abate the growing nuisance of ashes 
deposited in alleys. The Commissioners have submitted an estimate 

therefor. 

Attention is invited to the important subject discussed in the report, 
that there is a gradual extension of soil pollution, especially in the sub- 
urbs Of the city, slowly poisoning both the earth and water of the neigh- 
borhood, and which should be stopped as far as practicable by enforced 
drainage from houses into sewers. 

The reports of the inspector of plumbing and the medical inspector 
are embodied in tliiit of the health officer. 

PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

The public schools of the District of Columbia continue to maintain 
their high character as educational institutions. The Commissioners 
can Bay with some pride, thai in all their details these schools wilrfavor- 
ably compare with the public schools of any community in the country, 
they know, full well, of course, that this condition of things is due 
largely to the generous appropriations annually made for these schools, 
by reason of which, it has been made possible to procure the assistance 
Of the veiv best educat ional talent, but they are not unmindful at the 
same time of how much is due to the industry, ability, and fidelity of 
those who have had these schools in charge. During the past year the 
average number of pupils enrolled in the schools was 25,026, out of 
a population within the school age of 43,558. During the past year 
school houses have been erected in various parts of the District. Ihe 
Dennison, the Wormlev, and the Blair school built during the past year 
are large and well built houses containing in all 28 school rooms, capa- 
ble of accommodating about 1,400 or 1,500 pupils, and there is now m 
course of ( rection a large annex to each of t he old school buildings- -the 
Stevens and the Curtis: these will be completed early m the year 1886, 
and will afford accommodation for about live hundred moie pupils. 

During the past year the Commissioners have purchased two new Sites 
for schools in localities where they are needed, and propose to erect new 
buildings as soon as there is money available for that purpose, ihe 
report of the trustees of schools, hereto appended, gives in detail the 
wants of the District as respects increased school accommodation, and 
attention is invited to that report for all details. 

Again this year the trustees of schools asked or a more liberal appro- 
priation than the Commissioners feel warranted in approving, and the 
Commissioners renew their recomme ndation that the amount estimated 
for *be supplemented by the proceeds of sales ot outlying P^per^y, no 
longer useful. With this assistance, it is believed the wants ot the Dis- 
trict will be fully met. 
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ATTORNEY. 

The report of Hon. A. G. Riddle, attorney for the District, gives a 
summary of the disposition, or present status, of the more important 
litigation where the District is a party. 

The report of Mr. Padgett, special assistant attorney, gives the sta- 
tistics of police court prosecutions and renews the request made in his 
last annual report for additional legislation. 

The accompanying reports of the superintendent of telegraph and tele- 
phone service, the coroner, the fire marshal, the scaler of weiffhte and 
measures and the inspectors of wood, lumber,and Ho... show the duties 
performed by those officials, respectively

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Gommi88ioDerfl can make do reform in the premises, however desirous, 
because their powers are limited by express provisions contained in the 
law Itself. The superintendent of police calls attention to this condi- 
tion of things most forcibly in his report to which reference is made, 
ami thai officer attributes a large proportion of the drunkenness and 
consequent crime and disorder in the community to these evasions of 
the law. The report of the assessor accompanying this report refers 
to the condition of things growing out of this inefficient license system, 
and reference is had to that report for further particulars and su^ea : 
t ions. 

It appears from the assessor's report that liquor licenses have been 
issued during the past year to bar-rooms, 680: to dealers and distillers, 
o!>.~> : a large increase over former years. In former reports this matter 
has been discussed and the attention of Congress called to it, and the 
( lommissioners would here repeat all that has been heretofore said in con- 
demnation of the existing law with emphasis. 

It seems impossible to obtain specific legislation upon this subject, as 
is apparent from the tact that several acts remedial in their character 
prepared and recommended to Congress by the Commissioners at former 

sessions have failed to become laws, and it is somewhat questionable 

whether specific legislation could be so framed as to meet all of the exi- 
gencies of the ease. W hat the Commissioners think would be better 
is the remedy suggested by the superintendent of police in his report, 
" the Commissioners should be vested by Congress with sufficient au- 
thority to make for the District police regulations having the force of 
law," or if this should be thought to be too large a delegation of power, 
a schedule of regulations embodied in an act and given the force of law, 
accompanied by a power in t lie Commissioners to amend them from time 

io time, would go far towards effecting the purpose. 

ARREARS OK TAXES. 

Attention has heretofore been called to the necessity for more efficient 
means of enforcing payment of arrears of general and special taxes or 
assessments, and the Commissioners trust that this subject will early 
receive serious attention from Congress.

the steam railroads in this District has heretofore bee*. ~„ ~- 

Commissioners in numerous annual or special reports; and it is an un 
questionable fact that the present condition of affairs is alike unsatis 
factory to the citizens of the District, the railway companies, and their 
patrons. It is useless to defer action with any expectation of fully sat- 
isfying all the conflicting interests involved; for whatever it maybe and 
Whenever taken, mutual concessions will have to be made, lhe Com- 
mission^ deem i unnecessary to repeat the details o the several plans 

heretofore suggested or of the bills that have been laid before Congress 

and urged with great force by their advocates, but they simply submit 
lhe following general conditions as among the most important to be 

fulfilled: (l) So far as practicable tin' two roads (Baltimore and Ohm 

ami Baltimore and Potomac) should enter and pass through the City on 
substantially the same lines; (2) the principal pa ssenger depot should 
be a union building, or composed of two independent structures adjoin- 
ing each other; 3) this depot should be central in its location and con- 
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veuiently reached from the principal hotels; (4) suitable provision 
should be made for handling freight and otherwise meeting the require- 
ments of a well-regulated railroad, without unduly injuriug the adjoining 
property; (5) provisions should be made for avoid iug, to the greatest 
extent possible, street crossing of the steam car tracks at grade; (6) the 
duties and powers of the Commissioners of the District in relation to 
the railroads should be more clearly defined. In relation to the route 
to be followed tlirougb the city, the Commissioners would add. as their 
opinion, that the Baltimore and Ohio road should join w ith the line of 
the Potomac road by one of the several routes that have heen indicated 
in previous reports and discussions, abandoning the uortheasl section 
of the city, if practicable. The two roads might then be allowed to 
place their main depots in the vicinity of the present Potomac depot 
approaching the same by covered tracks, leaving Virginia avenue at a 
point midway between Sixth and Seventh streets west: the tracks on 
Sixth street should he entirely removed, SO as to reopen that important 

thoroughfare to the public use. The Commissioners are aware of the 
great opposition that has shown itself (on their part as well as by the 
public) to the occupation of any part of the "Mall" for railroad mir- 

ra^S g *f^ ^ ld0Ut ° itS lod * ment thereTtSe past 
twelve years, the Potomac Company will strenuously antagonize anv 

ure travel througl 1 ie : „ ■ a " <l ° bstra <*i<>« of pleas- 

to the CapitoT Bnt "both of thi 1 . !? tend, ?

Several of the more 
important offices are located on tin* third ;uid fourth floors, and there being no ele- 
vator they are constant!) being complained of by tin* great Dumber of persons having 
business to transact. There is ihtl<- or no ventilation provided, and the air at times 
becomes so foul that it is necessary to open the windows. The only heating apparatus 
ire t w o small -sized portable furnaces in tin* cellar, heating only tin* hall ami the two 
large rooms on the first floor, all other rooms being heated by stoves or grates, which 
makes the heating expensive, compared with a general heating apparatus run with 
our or t wo lire*. 

The building w ith its t wo small Well- holes, one in each section, extending from the 
second floor up. and of very combustible construction, would, in ease of lire, in an 
instant lie enveloped in flames, ami in such an event tin- loss to the District would he 
irreparable, ami. all records being lost, would evidently lead to endless litigation. 

Health office and polios headquarters are located in buildings adjoining the above 
ami of inferior construction to the Morrison buildings; and it seems conclusive that 
mi justice t<> the proper! y ow uefS the records should be placed in a more suitable 
building at the earliest possible date, and suitable offices provided for the transaction 
of the steadily -increasing business of the District. 

>ther reports might also In* quoted in this connection, but it appears 
to b# unnecessary todo so, as there can be no question that the erection 
of a suitable fire proof building for the offices of this municipality has 
become vitally important, ami the Commissioners desire to urge that 
action to accomplish this he no longer delayed. An appropriation for 
that purpose can now he made without diverting the available revenues 
of the District from any more important application, and accordingly 
an estimate for commencing the building has this year been submitted.

Sei . H. The foundation walls of every building must rest upon the solid ground, con- 
crete, piles, planks, or Other solid substructure, he built of brick, stone, or other hard 
and Incombustible material, and of dimensions set forth in the following section. 
It shall be unlawful to erect or construct any rear, party, or division wall between 
two <>r more houses or structures upon wooden supports. The foundations of all 
wall- erected hereafter shall be laid not less than 2 feet t> inches below the surface of 
""• ground. On terraced streets the foundation shall be laid at least 1 foot below 
ths level of the curbing upon the street front— the inspector of buildings to deter- 
mine the measurement ; and in case of the removal of any terrace the walls shall be 
utidt rpinned, s,, far as necessary in the opinion of the inspector of buildings. 

"J. Cellar or basement walls of buildings erected within reach of t ide-water shall be 
built op to the level of spring tides, in cement mortar, and of a thickness to be de- 
termined, in each case by the inspector of buildings, and the ground floors shall be 
laid water-tight, and in such manner as may be directed by said inspector. 

Sec. 9. The walls of every building, with the exceptions hereinafter mentioned, 
Shall be built of brick, stone, iron, or Other hard and incombustible material. Every 
wall constructed of brick, stone, or other similar substance shall be properly bonded 
and solidly built with lime or cement mortar. External walls faced with stone shall 
have a backing of hard brick-work laid in cement mortar. The stone facing of a 
wall shall always be securely tied to the brick backing by suitable iron clamps. 
Every fifth course of brick facing must be securely bonded by headers. 

2. The thickness of the walls of any building hereafter erected or altered in height 
shall be as follows, to wit : In any building not more than 35 feet high and 25 feet or 
less in width the cellar or foundation walls shall not he less than 13 inches in thick- 
ness to the height of t he first floor of joists, and t hence the external and party walls not 
[ess than 'J inches ; for any building no* exceeding 35 feet in height, but exceeding 25 feet 
ID width the external and party walls shall be not less than 13 inches thick to life 
Square thereof: in any building exceeding 35 feet hut not exceeding 45 feet in height 
the cellar or foundation walls shall not be less than 18 inches in thickness and the 
front and rear walls above not less than 13 inches in thickness to roof, and the party 
w ails not le>s than 13 inches thick to height of second-story floor and from thence 
op !> inches thick, providedthe 9-inch wall does not exceed 24 feet in height; in any 
building exceeding 45 but not exceeding 55 feet in height the foundation or cellar 
walls shall not be less than 18 inches in thickness, the party walls not less than 13 
inches, ami the other walls not less than 18 inches to the height of the first story and 
13 inches for the remainder of the height. The walls of any sub-cellars shall be not 
less than in inches thick. Whenever any builder, owner, or contractor may construct 
or erect auv building to a greater height than above specified, or for other purposes 
than a dwelling the increased thickness of the walls shall be determined by the 
inspector of buildings; but in any case where the proposed building is to be nsedfor 
a store house or similar purpose the party or division walls shall not be less than 13 
inches for the full height thereof. Walls laid with a stretcher bond shall in no case 
he less than 13 inches thick. The bottom course for foundation wall resting npon 
the ground shall be at least 9 inches wider than the tickness of the wall. The height 
<>f all walls to be computed from the curb level. 

^. If any walls are laid with irregular rubble- work the thickness would be one- 
fourth greater than required in other cases. Thin ashlar facing shall not be counted 
in determining the thickness of walls. In any building hereafter erected on a street 
corner for the storage of heavy weights the bearing wall, that is, the wall upon which 
the beams rest, shall be 4 inches thicker than is otherwise prescribed in these regula- 
tions.

Brick lines, without reference to the purpose for which they may be 
originally intended to be used, shall he smoothly plastered inside with good parging 
mortar and on the outside between the ceiling, joists and rafters. Brick flues not start- 
ing from the foundation w, ills shall he securely built into the brick- work of the walls 
to w bich t hey are bung, and shall Ite supported by courses of brick corbeled out from 
the main wall by successive projection. Where the breast of a chimney projects 
more than 0 inches it shall be started and built on the same line from the foundation, 
or, where this is impracticable, ii shall be secured in such manner as shall be deter- 
mined by the inspector of buildings.

No wooden joists, rafters, beams, girders, or other wood shall be built into any 
chimney or tine whatever, nor shall they, or woodwork of any kind, be placed at a 
less distance than U inches from the outside of the brick-work of any tine, nor shall 
any flue lie built in any party or division wall unless the back of the flue be 9 inches 
thick. In no case shall a nail be driven into the masonry of any Hue, nor shall any- 
base, flooring, or roofing, or any other wood-work, be placed against any line until it 
shall be w ell plastered externally w ith proper material.

Wooden buildings, sheds, or shops, which are temporary in 
t heir const met ion and dilapidated beyond half their original value, shall not be re- 
paired, bnt shall be considered as dangerous buildings, subject to the provisions of 
section 3 of those regulations. 

3. It shall not be lawful to erect, construct, enlarge, or remove any wooden build- 
mi: within the tire limits, but such may be moved to any point outside of the lire limits 
if not located in violation of any section of these regulations; and, for satisfactory 
reasons, permits approve. 1 by the executive authority of the District may be given to 
move wooden buildings from one place to another within the tire limits ; but in every 
caae a deposit shall be made. m»t to exceed $200— the amount to be determined by the 
inspector of buildings— to secure public and private property from damage arising 
from such remov al. The amount BO deposited shall be returned to the depositor as 
soon as the inspector of buildings ascertains that no damage has been sustained ; but 
if. in the opinion of the inspector, any damage has been done, it shall be made good 
out of the deposit, and the balance, if any, shall be returned to the owner.

Whatever the cosl maybe,i« will and full compensation in manv 
ways, particularly in the great saving of time in daily examination of 
the old records, the removal of much liability to error, now almost nn- 
avoidable, and eventually a large saving in the clerical labor nowneces- 



s;mly employed in this particular branch of the service. 

Another reason presents itself with mud, force: Many changes in 
the assessments were made from time to time in past years, and prior 
to the time when daily audits of the receipts of the collector were com- 
mcnced in this Office. These changes were made in most cases after 
the collector had been debited with amounts believed at the time to be 
be eoirect. Notices of these changes were nor transmitted to this office, 
as required at the present time, and for this reason it is impossible to 
determine the correct amount with which the collector should be charged 
without going over carefully and in detail these old assessment-books, 
fhis can l»e done more readily as the work of preparing the delin- 
quent hooks progresses, as the changes can be noted, the entries cor- 
rected where errors exist, and the old hooks finally closed. 

It is desirable that the new books be arranged by square and lot in 
numerical order, with an alphabetical index of the names of present 
owners, and they should also be made to show the names of owners of 
the property at the time the tax became delinquent; this is believed to 
be entirely practicable. These are suggestions, however, which can be 
considered when the more important question is determined whether 
or not consolidated arrears books shall be prepared. 

It is further recommended in this connection that arrears or delin- 
quent-tax books be prepared in the future at the close of each and every 
fiscal year, as is now the practice in this office. 

As the duty of auditing these books devolves upon this office, the 
propriety of inviting attention to the subject, and of suggesting such 
measures as will advance the desired object, will be apparent, and is 
the reason for referring to tin 4 matter in this report. 

Some progress has been made in the examination of the old accounts, 
but owing to the increase in the current business of the office, it has 
been necessarily retarded; but if the foregoing recommendations are 
adopted, greater facilities will be afforded for prosecuting the w r ork, as 
the officers who now have the old books in charge will be enabled to 
dispense with their use gradually, thus affording an opportunity for 
continuous work upon them by this office without the interruptions 
to which it is now subjected. 

The facilities for the transaction of the public business are so unsat- 
isfactory, the rooms in their arrangement so inconvenient for the pur- 
poses of an accounting office, the light and ventilation so bad, that the 
business of this department is greatly delayed thereby. 

With special pleasure I commend the faithful and intelligent per- 
formance of duty on the part of the employes of the office during the 
past year.

PERSONAL TAXES. 

It is very difficult to get a just assessment of personal taxes. Only a 
few persona, comparatively, make any returns, and previous assessments 
have been carried to the now hooks annually. It is now discovered that 
many of them cannot 1m* collected for a variety of reasons, and some 
parties sell, or pretend to sell, their goods after the assessment, in order 
to avoid the payment of the tax. 

[f this law is continued in force, I respectfully suggest that section 7 
of the act of March .'i, 1870. be so modified as that the collector may 
distrain sufficient of the goods found upon the premises as will pay the 
delinquent tax, without regard to their ownership. 

Owing to the many subdivsions which are rapidly increasing both in 
city and county, the tax-hooks are growing in size and number, adding 
greatly to the labors of the office and diminishing the space provided 
for their receptacle. Many of these hooks are now in a dilapidated 
condition, arising from the rough handling they receive daily on account 
such limited space. 

This office feels the loss of efficient services of the Assistant As- 
sessor Ron. A. Fish, who recently resigned to accept the office of Assist- 
ant Register of the United States Treasury. 

Our duties are annually increasing with the growth of the District, 
and our force is annually depleted either in numbers or efficiency. 

I recommend an addition of two good clerks, at $1,200 each; they 
would more than pay their salaries in a variety of duties appertaining 
to the office. 

All the employes of the office have been faithful to their charge, and 
the arduous duties which have devolved upon them, and for which they 
deserve special commendation. 

They should have some relaxation from their duties, which they are, 
now unable to enjoy.

perature and gravity, for nearly every degree, exist a hydrocarbon in kerosene oil 

(crude). 

In testing an oil when tin- temperature attained exceeds the vaporizing point of 
naphtha, tin- vapors generally pass to the surface of the oil and are ignited upon the 
application of a dame; if the percentage of naphtha is small, the vapor passes out of 
the oil slowly and dues not afford a continuous dame, but Hashes and goes out; but 
: the percentage of naphtha and hydrocarbons at low boiling-points is larger, the 
tmpplj of vapor affords a continuous flame, so that an oil containing 2 or 3 per cent. 
..t naphtha would have a comparatively low dashing-point, but might have a high 
burning-point. 

1 respectfully recommend the passage of the following ordinance: 
\" petroleum oil, kerosene oil, or other liquid having like composition or qualities 
i .i burning fluid as said oil. shall be kepi or offered for sale as a burning fluid, for

I. Thai it shall not take tire or burn at a temperature below 110° F. 
J. That it shall no! evolvean explosive vapor below 100° F.

POLICE. 

Department of Metropolitan Police, 

Washington, J>. G\, July 1, 1885. 
Sirs: I have the honor to submit this my report bearing upon the 
condition of the police department of the District for the fiscal year 
ending Jane 30, 1885. 

At that date the regular police force consisted of 1 major, 1 captain 
and inspector, 10 lieutenants, 20 sergeants, U<> privates of the second 
class ;iml 90 privates of class one, and the additional police appointed 
under section 375 of the United Slates Revised Statutes for the District 
oi ( Columbia, numbering 200. 

Besides the above there were, under a special act of Congress, sev- 
eral hundred special policemen appointed for temporary da ty between 
the 20th of February and the 6th of March last. With few exceptions 
these men, while good enough as ordinary watchmen, could not (for 
want of discipline) be relied upon against an unruly crowd.

The death recorded in the table is that of Officer John H. Fowler, 
who was killed the 9th of September, 1884, while in discharge of his 
duty, by an escaping prisoner, John Langster, who, we are glad to say, 
received his merited punishment on the 15th of May, 1885. 

The fact that his punishment came swiftly after his crime has had a 
noticeable and beneficial effect upon the criminal classes, as will be 
seen in one of the following tables, by the decreased number of homi- 
cides since that time.

Embraced in the above table (including five men at and near the 
White House) are 21 men permanently detached, as follows, from their 
regular police stations, and doing other work than legitimate pol ,c ? 
duties. Should not each branch of the District government haveasuf- 
ficient number of employes of itsown paid out of its own appropriations I 

This department is credited with having 230 patrolmen, whereas il has 
onlv 209. 

The police court has two policeineu as bailiffs, and an acting sergeant, 
collecting tines. The health department has two— one Inspector of 

marine products and one assistant to the pound master. At the work 

house are three, guarding prisoners; at the District building three as 
watchmen, besides a clerk on our rolls j at police headquarters four, two 

assisting the property clerk, and one night and one day clerk in charge 
of the detective office. 

Besides this, for about three months of the year WC have been sup 

plying the License Board with a clerk, and much time has been con- 
sumed by some of our officers in aiding in the collection <>r personal 

taxes. 

With such a small force as we have, the work of this department 
necessarily suffers greatly in consequence of these illegitimate details.

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One of the first things that attract attention in the above tables is 
the very large iu crease of the number of arrests over the year before — 
in consequence of increased vigor in the enforcement of law generally, 
and especially the law, and the arrest of suspicious characters be- 
tween February 20 and March 6 — the average number of arrests per 
officer increasing from 83 to L01.

The above list is given here for the benefit of the police forces in other 
cities. 

Tin* tables of offenses against the person show that intoxication and 
such offenses as affrays, assaults, disorderly conduct, &c, as are mostly 
committed by persons when under the influence of liquor, are on the 
increase, habitual drunkenness increasing from 0 to 38. 

Assaults upon officers have decreased front 00 to 43, this result being 
perhaps mostly due to the punishment of Langster. 

While the number of places where liquor is sold, lawfully and unlaw- 
fully, increases arithmetically, the resulting disorder increases in geo- 
met rical progression. 

'1 he existing laws relating to the liquor traffic are very unsatisfactory. 
Prohibition, were it desirable, is impracticable here. But a step in that 
direction may be made, and this is far preferable to a step in the oppo- 
site direction. 

Bach policeman on duty now has on an average of fifteen or eight- 
een places where liquor is sold to look after, with no satisfactory law to 
aid liim. The low groggeiies where, and in consequence of which, much 
disorder occurs may be broken tip by high license. The saloon which 
pays only *L'."> license is obliged under the law to dispose of several 
drinks and drunks at one sale, while the dealer who has a $100 license 
may sell only one drink. It must be understood that the "stovepipe" 
sells at low places a't the same juice that a small glass does at the retail 
place. Both sell in such a manner as to produce drunkenness and dis- 
order, and there LS no reason why they should not pay the same license, 
unless it be desirable to make a distinction in favor of places where only 
beer is sold. 

A two hundred and fifty dollar or a higher license would get rid of 
many of the lower places, and the remaining places could be kept under 
mote strict police surveillance. Legislation in this matter should be 
directed principally against liquor as a luxury, and against its abuse 
and adulteration. 

While the consumer indirectly pays the tax and license, the producer 
and seller alone have any criminal responsibility in the District. When 
•'iic is so drunk as to interfere, by example and by obstruction, in public 
places with the comfort and well-being of others, should not there be a 
law to protect the public against this as against other nuisances? 

With respect to other needed legislation your attention is respectfully 
invited to my reports of 1883 and 1884. 

Were the Commissioners vested by Congress with sufficient authority 
to make for the District police regulations having the force of law, we 
could then walk abroad at noon-day without fearing the ridicule ot every 
village mayor of the land. The city's position is anomalous and deplor- 
able in the extreme in the matter of laws, and Congress is too ponderous 
and slow a body to be expected to meet in the proper manner and at 
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the proper time every emergency which may arise, and such as are 
continually arising, in jeopardy of the public welfare. 

Berides the suggestions in those reports this may be sad: lie worse 
forms of gambling had disappea.ed from onr midst when "pool selling ' 
began a few months ago in the city. Hie "tiger is respectable in 
comparison with this new phase of " sport, with its element oi fraud 

unknown upon the nice track and unseen by the Unsuspecting. 'It is 
verv demoralizing among the young. 

While it is the province of the police to execute the laws, not to make 
them our experience euables, and our duty requires, us to say that it 
the existing law be not sufficient, as the recent action of the police court 
suggests, to prevent persons from practicing such frauds in the city, 
then do we need a new law, and thai immediately. The greater number 
of the obstacles the police encounter in their endeavor t<> preserve order 
and a decent state of morals in our midst arise from detects in the laws 
themselves or in their construction. The mere name "club" protects 

persons who live by gambling. The law should he stringent enough 
certainly to prevent persons from being inveigled into a certain class of 
poker rooms to he fleeced. The oame "club" has been so successfully 
used in protecting the gambler thai tie* whisky seller seems about to 
use the same name to protect his unlawful traffic. One such place has 
already started. 

Our laws relating to policy and to dogs have been disabled by recent 
decisions. They need emendation. 

We should have a law requiring that all articles found or inadvert- 
ently left in the street cars or other public vehicles or places he turned 
in to the property clerk of the Metropolitan police within twenty four 
hours, if not claimed before* that time by owners. 

It will be noticed further along tba| I have estimated for $50 per 
month for pay to each surgeon by this department. Were the tire 
department to pay them additionally a proportional amount for the 
surgeon's services we would retain men able in their profession, who 
would continue to perform their duties with cheerfulness. These duties 
increase with the increase of wealth, population, and enterprise. Their 
services, L think, entitle them to what I have recommended. 

I have to repeat my recommendation of a year ago. that the number 
of sergeants he increased from 20 to L>7. We' now have 7 men who do 
the duty of sergeants, but without the corresponding pay.

Ex-Union soldiers 
coming here to look after pensions are in the habit of remaining her* until their funds 
have become exhausted and they are unable to ^et away. Some of them are worthy 
objects of charity ; and H ben found to he so, alter an examination by the physieians 
to the poor, tin y are provided lor until soon time }is tin y can raise means to reach 
their homes. Others an- weie pretenders, who idle away their time, spend what little 
they have for drink, ami then have to seenre food and shelter. To such admission is 
usually refuted. 

TRANSPORTATION OF THE POOR. 

This office is charged with famishing transportation to worthy indigent persons 
found here Without means to reach their homes. 

N« money disbursed affqrds more relief than that appropriated for this purpose. 
While Congress has been more liberal for the past fiscal year than for any previous 
year, yel [would suggest, as in my last annual report, that the appropriation for this 
purpose he increased to $5,000. 

AMBULANCE SERVICE. 

In referring to tin- work of the police ambulance, I take pleasure in saying that 
even call made upon it. either by day <>r night, has been promptly responded to. 
The driver baa performed his duties faithfully and well. In this connection I would 
call your attention to t be meager salary paid him for the duty he performs. His is a 
place not only of responsibility, qui one that requires experience, in order that the 
work may be properly done. When we consider these facts, and that he is required 
lo respond to calls all hours.it most be conceded thai the present pay is wholly 



inadequate. I would therefore recommend that it be fixed at not less that $00 per 
month.

K.— REPORT OF THE I NTKN 1 1 A NT OF THE WASHINGTON 

ASYLUM. 

Washington Asylum, November 9, 1885. 

Gentlemen: I respectfully submit the following report of the oj>e- 
rations of this institution tor the fiscal year ended June 30, 1885. 

The male prisoners of the workhouse have been employed during 
the pasl year as follows: From August 27, 1884, to June MO, 1885, one 
gang, with a daily average of <><; men, was employed in grading Penn- 
sylvania avenue and <i street southeast, on which l(»,03a days' labor 
were expended, not including that of overseers, which would amount 
to 1,215 days additional, together with 391 days' work of horses. An- 
other gang, with an average of 29 men and 3 officers, was employedfor 
28] da\s during the year in cleaning the streets and alleys throughout 
the District, and have accomplished a large amount of necessary work 
which otherwise would have remained undone, there being no funds 
available for that object. A small force was also employed in cleaning 
up and removing garbage and refuse at the market, of which 240 loads 
were carted away. On this work an average of 9 men's work was en- 
gaged and 1,063 days' labor done. At an estimated value of $1 per 
day per man, and per dav each for teams, for labor performed in 
grading streets, cleaning markets. &c, the institution would be entitled 

to a credit of $25,601. , . , 

The male prisoners not needed for outside work have been employed 
about the grounds of the institution in such a manner as to use then 
labor to the best advantage in raisin- and gathering crops, taking care 
Of Muck, &c, while such as have trades have been fully *!*}> 1 ^™ 
their various callings, at a considerable savin- to the District, m beep- 
ing the buildings in repair, and in other necessary work.

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During the summer of 1884 work was commenced digging collar and 
preparing for foundation for new hospital ward, which has been com- 
pleted, and was occupied by the colored female patients on the 5th of 
February last. This building lias accommodations for 25 patients and 
was greatly needed, as the ward formerly occupied by them was in a 
dilapidated condition beyond repair, and has since been torn down and 
the site laid out as a grass plat. 

Early in the spring of the present year the high board fence in front 
of the hospital inclosure was removed, the bank terraced, and a neat 
post and wire fence put in its place, adding much to t he general appear- 
ance of the grounds. Among the improvements during the spring was 
the building of a wall in front of the cottage adjoining the workhouse, 
and a gate house at the entrance of the magazine grounds at Nineteenth 
and E streets southeast. The wooden steps in front of t he Asylum hav- 
ing' become decayed, they were taken up and a substantial set of stone 
steps built in their place, which w ill save the frequent expense for re- 
pairs and painting heretofore incurred therefor. 

On the evening of the 20th of February last a tire was discovered in 
the roof of the main building, and is supposed to have been caused by 
sparks from the chimney being blown m through the ventilator, as no 
lire was ever used in that part of the house. An alarm was turned in 
which was promptly responded to by the Are department, which, how- 
ever, did not go into service, as we .succeeded in getting the tire under 
control before it had gained much headway. The loss was about |200 
and was made good by the insurance company, who repaired damages 
and put the roof in good condition again. 

The appropriation of $2 500 for repairs, &c, was expended in furnish- 
ing a new set of blinds for the mam building and painting the same, 
painting roof ol almshouse, and replastering the walls of the dispen- 
sary, the old plaster having become broken and was falling off; also 
tor removing the shell house, which furinerh stood in the magazine 
grounds to a site prepared for it near the Asylum, and in fittiug it up 
tor a in place of the old dilapidated building formerly used for 
that purpose. This work was complete,! and the building occupied in

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purpose could be made a profitable investment, and commendable as a 
means ot correction for this now non-self-supporting class 

I also recommend the construction of two new hospital buildings one 
of them for the use of the white females, and to be of the same size' and 
plan as the one recently completed ; the other on a smaller scale to be 
used rs a lying-in ward. On their completion, the colored males to be 
removed to the ward now occupied by white women, and the present 
lying in ward taken down, as it and the frame building occupied by col- 
ored men are entirely unfit for use and beyond repair. 

In my last annual report I recommended that 10 or more acres of 
land be purchased on the outskirts of the city, to be used for a small- 
pox hospital, and as a burial place for the indigent poor of the District. 
1 beg leave to renew my recommendations, as the grounds used at pres- 
ent as Potter's Field have become full by being repeatedly buried over. 
The small pox hospital is also a source of danger by its proximity to 
both the jail and almshouse, and should be removed to some more re- 
mote point. 

I also recommend the erection of a chapel for the use of divine serv- 
ices, and such other lectures or instructive entertainmeuts as it would 
be practicable to provide for the inmates, if there was a suitable building 
for SUCll purposes. 

During the past year 7,-47 pounds of tine pork was grown on the 
place from refuse food and slops. This profit will be missed the present 
year, as by a visit of the hog cholera last spring we lost 15 very fine 
Berk shires, which constituted nearly our entire breeding-stock. Only 
1 survived and they have failed to reproduce in consequence of the 
disease, although I had the best veterinary skill of the Agricultural 
Department, and Dr. Rose, of the experimental farm, was constant and 
thorough in his visits and treatment. It will be necessary to procure a 
new stock of breeders before we can hope for a profit from this source 
again. 

The female prisoners have been employed at such labor as they were 
most capable of performing, some in the laundry, others at general 
housework, and in keeping the premises clean ami in order, while such 
as could sew were employed in making and repairing clothes and other 
necessary articles for use of the inmates. The following table is a list

The school established at the workhouse for the benefit of the boys 
committed by the police court, but who are too young to beof any assist- 
ance to the working gaugs, has been continued, during which tune 118 
different scholars received instructions on an average of 27£ days each, 
Making a total of 3,245 days attendance during the year. 

1 beg to call your attention to the large number of small boys now 
annually sent to the workhouse to be confined among the old and dis- 
solute criminals who form a majority of the prisoners. This system is 
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entirely wrong, and I express the hope that the honorable Commission- 
ers may perfect some plan by which these hoys may be eared for in a 

more suitable way. I have done all in my power to remedy this evil bv 
the establishment of a school for them, ami placing them in rooms bv 
themselves; bur there is still an amount of association and contact be 
tween the old and youug which I cannot prevent, and which is detri 
mental to the boys as a c'ass. 

On the 14th of June last the National Conference Of Correction and 
Charities visited the Asylum. There were as many as 160 delegates 
accompanied by many of the citizens of the District. Alter an iiisuec

REPORT OF SURGEON IN CHARGE. 

To the Board of Directors, Columbia Hospital for Women and Lying-in 

Asylum : 

GENTLEMEN; I have the honor to present the following report relat- 
ing to the conduct of the medical and surgical department of the hos- 
pital under your charge, for the year ending June 30, 1885, and trust 
the various statements following may meet with the approbation of the 
board. 

The outbreak of malignant puerperal septicemia which occurred in the 
lying-in ward for colored women, last spring, deserves more than a pass- 
ing notice. Prompt and thorough isolation prevented the disease from 
assuming an endemic form, and as soon as possible the patients were 
removed to the cottage. ( Jeneral Townsend came promptly and kindly 
to our assistance, and furnished a tent in which all patients who were 
considered as likely to have been exposed to the contagion were placed 
and kept under strict quarantine. Two patients, unfortunately, suc- 
cumbed before the transfer could be made. In this connection I desire 
b> renew earnestly the request made in a former report that a frame 
Structure, similar in some respects to the one already existing, and large 
enough to satisfy all demands (both summer and winter), be erected and 
devoted to the exclusive use of lying-in patients. After twelve years 
of observation' and study 1 have become thoroughly convinced that a 
permanent lying-in asylum without puerperal septicaemia is an impos- 
sibility. 

In compliance with the recommendation of the committee on personal 
property, I have, through the aid of the resident assistants, been able 
to carry out the committee's instructions, and I now submit a form of 
inventory of all medical and surgical property belonging to the hospital, 
together with medicines, books, journals, &c, which can be preserved 
0,1 file and be bound together when the number of yearly inventories 
shall have become sufficiently large to warrant it.

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HISTORICAL. 

The Industrial Home School was first established In 1867. It owes 
its existence to the efforts of a few benevolent ladies who commenced 
aschool in Georgetown where destitute poor children were taught in- 
industries, and were supplied with food and clothing. 

The institution was incorporated March L2, 1ST J, under the act of 
Congress of May 5, 1870, entitled "An act to provide for t lie creation of 
corporations in the District of Columbia by general law." 

LOCATION. 

In March, lS7r> 7 it was removed to its present location, ami the build- 
ing which had been erected for an Almshouse in LH30 was devoted to 

its use. The site is high and healthful, on the Tenallytown road, about 
a mile above Georgetown, adjoiuing the grounds of tin-new < Observatory. 

OB.IKCT AND PURPOSES OF THE INSTITUTION. 

The aim of the institution is to provide a shelter for friendless and

Industrial classes from 1 to 5 p. m. 

School from 1 to 1 p. in. 
Supper at 5 p. m. 

Children retire at 8 p. in. in winter and 8.30 p. m. in summer. 

RELIGIOUS TRAINING. 

While the institution is strictly unscctarian, proper attention is paid 
to religious instruction. The children attend church, and a Sunday- 
school is maintained, at which volunteers of different denominations as- 
sist. Grace is said at meals, and the children repeat the Lord's prayer 
before retiring. 

REQUIREMENTS FOR ADMISSION. 

Wards are admitted into the Home upon petition of their guardians 
or upon recommendation of citizens, the only conditions imposed being 
that the home surroundings are of that character that proper training 

cannot be secured. 

It is required that the ward shall not be afflicted with any contagious 
disease, and that its mental condition shall not be impaired. Before 
admission each child is subjected to medical examination, and investi- 
gation is made to ascertain the social status and means ot support ot 
the child's family. A form of application has been adopted, a copy OI 
which is annexed (Exhibit D). Although many are admitted in conse- 
quence of neglect, improvidence, desertion, and sometimes misdemean- 
ors of parents, vet many of the inmates are from families who have 
been unfortunate in life, and are in no way to be classed among the 
criminal population.

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We realise with much satisfaction the fact that our institution does 
afford a place where needy children not viciously inclined, and not prop- 
er objects tor a reform school, may be cared for. but we most earnestly 
hope that the honorable Board of Commissioners of the District will co- 
operate with us in tin* effort to secure from Congress something more 
than an appropriation sufficient to merely feed and clothe the inmates 
of this institution. 

THE CHARACTER OF TECHNICAL EDUCATION REQUIRED. 

Oar Government stands alone among the Governments of civilized 
countries in making no provision for technical education under Govern- 
ment supervision. 

In France the sums devoted in state and commercial budgets to the 
creation and maintenance of industrial schools have increased enor- 
mously during the past few years, and attendance at such schools has 
been made compulsory. 

In Germany the polytechnic schools are supported by the Government. 

In Austria the Government bears the expense of numerous technical 
or trade schools, elementary and advanced, and poor children have the 
School fees remitted. 

In Italy the Government supports free technical schools of different 
grades. 

In Switzerland the Government supports numerous industrial schools 
for hot h sexes. 

In Ireland preparations are beiug made to impart free education to 
children in the use of tools. 

In nearly all the great industrial centers in Great Britain there are 
special schools of various grades for imparting education in various me- 
chanical pursuits, in part supported by municipal aid, and the subject 
of granting such aid was considered of such importance that a special 
commission was appointed by Parliament in 1881 to invest igate the 
subject of technical instruction in all countries, and the report ot this 
commission (published in L8S4) shows that the expediency and neces- 
sity of free technical education are everywhere recognized. 

We do not think it desirable or expedient to attempt the nigner 
branches of a technical education in our institution, or even attempt 
to teach any specific trades, but there is every reason to urge us to im- 
parl that elementary instruction in the use of tools of various kinds, 
and in the knowledge of the character and strength and capabilities 
and uses of materials, that will lit the children to get ready em <>v- 
n.ent in any of the common trades and occupations, and . lay a good 
foundation for acquiring mores, eerie knowledge thereof, rhisis being 
«lo„e in Baltimore and other places in the United States and in many 
places in Europe, with great advautage. ,,„„««■*

the children during the past year. The salubrity ot the location oi 
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school premises, and the excellent management of those in charge of 
the children, is evident from the fact that there has not been a single 
death during five years, and but little serious illness, although many of 
the children when admitted are not in good health. 

LEGISLATION DESIRED. 

We consider it most desirable that some means be adopted to retain 
the children admitted to tin 1 school until their training h is been such 
as to fit them for some employment. In many instances tbey arc with- 
drawn by parents a short time after admission, and arc taken back to 
degrading associations. We think that a child should always be trans- 
ferred when it can be done to its advantage, as it leaves room for ad- 
mission of others, but in many instances the withdrawal is most injuri- 
ous. We refer specially to our last report on this subject, and urge 
legislation by Congress giving the institution legal guardianship over 
children admitted.

I respectfully submit the following report for the year ending June 
30, 1885. 

The school statistics have been furnished by nie to the committee on 
the general report. 

The same committee also detailed the principal improvements and 
give a general idea of the school work. 

It only remains for me to speak of the principles Underlying the man- 
agement, and to enumerate its most pressing wants. 

It has been my aim to secure persons of the highest character and in- 
telligence as assistants in all departments of the institution's work, and 
a steady improvement in that respect lias been made each vear.

The price paid was generally in accordance with the hay crop 
made in the surrounding country. But of late years the purchasers have 
been unable to see their way clear; hence the falling oft' in the "bonus" 
paid for the annual privilege. 
What is the cause of this f 

The facta are that fanners find it to their advantage to bale their 
hay and straw at home and then send it to market baled, and the per- 
son purchasing in almost every instance is a dealer, and as they (the 
dealers) have certified scales of their own, as a consequence the pur- 
chaser of the hay scale loses the "stipend" in all sales of this kind. 

Haled hay is hardly ever brought to the public hay-scales for reasons 
before given. And why not Don't the law say that it shall be weighed 
and marked ! Yes. lint whose duty is it to require the owner of baled 
hay to bring it to a public hay-scale ! It cannot be those seven (7) 
persons who purchased the annual privilege or any one of them; and 
if any one of t hem, which One I As dealers have at their places of busi- 
ness scales of the proper standard and certified to once in every six 
months, and can weigh the hay at the time it is delivered to the pur- 
chaser, it is only a matter of time before the public hay-scales will be 
of little value as a source of revenue to this District. 

In relation to the sale of wheat, oats, corn (shelled), corn meal, and 
potatoes, the law is all light ; but corn in the ear should be sold (when 
offered for sale) by weight, and 70 pounds to constitute a bushel, (that is, 
56 pounds in grain and 14 pounds for the cob). That is the only fair 
way to dispose of that article. 

We have bread sold by weight, butter the same; the butcher and 
huckster are required to have scales at their several places of business 
ami to weigh when delivering to the customer, and those regulations 
work very nicely. 

The regulations in the sale of coal might be modified so as to make 
it read 2,000 pounds in place of 2,240 pounds to the ton. It would be 
easier for the horses to haul the lesser quantity, and the price wou l d 
regulate itself, so that the consumer would not lose i nythiug by the 

change. M 
There is no standard for apples, and as there are a great many sola, 
the size of barrels vary so much, I think it would be well to have a 
standard, say 48 pounds to the bushel, established.

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Jhf board oi trustees have again most respectfully but earnestly 
recommended to the Attorney-General an increase in the accommoda- 
tions tor the school, rhese arc now so restricted that the board for 
some time past lias, at differenl periods of the year, been compelled to 

otify the criminal and police courts of the District that they could not 
f«»i want of room, receive committals, thus compelling the courts to send 
juvenile offenders to the District jail, while the president of the board 
under the authority given him by law, has likewise been unable to make 

immitments lor bos s who were incorrigible or who were in danger of 
leading a vagrant life. The additional room is also needed in order 
that the school may be properly graded ami classified, so that the 
smaller boys may not he contaminated by association with those who 
ire older and more hardened. For this purpose another family build- 
ing should be elected. Congress has been appealed to for four years 
to make this much-needed appropriation. The board of trustees beg 
that yon will urge favorable action upon the coming Congress. They 
only ask that the school be placed upon the same basis of similar insti- 
tutions in this District, for which necessary appropriations have been 
made from year to year for improvements. 

1 he school is exclusively a Government institution, under the direc- 
tion of the President, who appoints its trustees, and the Department of 
Justice. The local government of the District of Columbia has no con- 
trol whatever over its buildings and grounds, though represented on 
the hoard by one of its Commissioners as a trustee in the management 
ami maintenance of the school. The estimates for contemplated im- 
provements, including the erection of new buildings, for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1887, are as follows: 

For one family building of brick and stone $15,000 

For one chapel building of brick and stone 7,500 

For one brick tank-house, iron water-tank 4,500 

For grading and Improving school grounds 1,500 

28, 500 

In some of the schools under State and municipal control authority 
lias been given to the board of trustees, in their discretion, to give a 
leave of absence to the boys, instead of an absolute discharge, requir- 
ing them to report at stated times. In case of failure to do so they are 
looked after by the authorities of the school. This, as the superin- 
tendent says in his report (a copy of which is submitted herewith), gives 
them leave of absence during good behavior. It has worked well else- 
where, and experience has demonstrated the need of it here. The 
board, therefore, has asked, through the Attorney-General, the required 

legislation from Congress. 

As the Department of Justice last year requested that minors sen- 
tenced by the Federal courts outside of the District of Columbia may 
])<1 sent to this school, an amendment to the act of Congress incorpo- 
rating the school is necessary ; for now committals can be made only by 
the courts in the District or'by the president of the board of trustees. 
'•The board has renewed its recommendation for the amendatory legis- 
lation.

The aggregate amount asked for is not in excess of the actual and 
necessary wants of the institution. With respect to buildings and 
suitable means for separating and classifying our boys with special 
reference to age we are sadly deficient, and by fair comparison are 
much below the standard of other similar schools, either under State 
or municipal control. We ask only to be placed in a position relatively 
favorable in order that the highest results may be attained. 

I believe it to be in the interest of the Government to provide these 
buildings, and, representing the only similar institution under national 
control, continue to present its reasonable claims, and press an early 
recognition of the same upon the attention of Congress at its coming 
session. 

There have been no special changes during the year in the general ar- 
rangement and organization of the school sessions. The boys are di- 
vided into two separate families only, but there should be three, and 
would be if the necessary accommodations were provided. Each ot 
these families occupy a separate building, and one of them has been 
overcrowded for years. The school sessions of each family are held m 
their respective buildings, and the present organization is as follows:

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proper encouragement, these boys often make rapid progress in study 
and generally come to thefronl in our winter evening recitations, and 
take leading parts in all our school entertainments. 

In this connection afewthonghts and suggestions are offered with ref- 
erence to our honorably discharged boys. .Many of them go directly 
back to their homes, where they are again brought under parental care, 
and are doing well. Others go to homes secured lor them, and when lo- 
cated at a distance from the city, with an employer w ho deals fairly by 
them, succeed in making an honest living. Very satisfactory reports 
from many of these boys, both in person and by letter, have been received 
within the past year. There are others again who manage to gel along 
very well while under the restraints and discipline of the school, but 
when returned to the city, and finding it difficult to secure employment 
soon become discouraged, and. having no friends at hand to advise, nat- 
urally enough drift back into their old habits of idleness. This soon 
leads them to make companions of others more thriftless than themselves 
and, in time, they either come hack to us or find a temporary home in the • 
District jail. Want of employment seems to be the most fruitful source 
of trouble. Even among well-meaning boys, as we find, those who have 
no homes, or at least none deserving the name, failing to secure work, 
and otherwise disheartened, sometimes return voluntarily to the school 
and accept for a time its sheltering care.

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furnishes opportunities for a limited number of boys to secure a knowl- 
edge of the several trades, which, if honestly prosecuted after their dis- 
charge, will enable them to earn a comfortable living. 

There has been liberal provision made throughout the year of all 
supplies necessary for the health and comfort of the inmates. Whole- 
some food has been provided for the tables, varied as often as practica- 
ble, and during the summer months with an abundance of choice vege- 
tables grown on the farm. Suitable clothing has also been furnished, 
made of plain substantial fabrics, and changed, with special reference 
to health and comfort, summer and winter. All the legal holidays 
were duly observed by a suspension of work, and a general indulgence 
in favorite games. Upon these occasions extra provision is also made 
for the tables, so that, as nearly as possible, every boy present may be 
made to feel that he loses nothing but the home associations while eat- 
ing his Christmas pie or Thanksgiving turkey with his new found frieuds 
at the school. 

The per capita cost for subsistence and ordinary supplies has not 
been increased beyond the average of the past eight years, but this 
average has always been somewhat above that of several leading insti- 
tutions older, and having a much larger population than ours, and more 
favorably located as to markets and sources of supply. The cost of 
maintenance must ever be considered an important item iu the manage- 
ment of any public trust, and a prudent economy is necessary to insure 
the financial safety both of the family ami the state. Upon the other 
hand it may be argued that a too rigid adherence even to this cardinal 
virtue may lead in time to parsimony, which must become little else 
than a vice if applied to the support even of paupers and criminals. 
During the past number of years it has been my steady purpose to ad- 
minister the economies of the institution, in so far as my responsibility 
extends, in the common interest both of the giver and the receiver. If 
the cost to the one has been in any degree augmented, to the other it 
lias been faithfully transferred, and this fact is made plain by the evi- 
dence of a steady increase in all property values, and in the advanced 
condition of everything pertaining to the school. 

Within the year much has been done to improve the condition of the 
'arm and school grounds, which has been accomplished without aid 
from any special appropriation. A large number of shade trees, fur- 
nished by the superintendent of the Parking Commission, has been 
planted on either side of the main roadway leading to the buildings, 
and the road itself thoroughlv repaired and graveled. The court be- 
tween wings of main building has been repaved with asphalt, the cliair- 
Shopand old frame buildings repaired and painted, as also the mam 
and family buildings, while a large amount of miscellaneous work has 
also been done by the older boys on the farm and school grounds, in- 
cluding the planting, cultivation, and harv esting of our entire held and 
vegetable crops. Much additional labor has been expended a so in 
grading, draining, and paving roads and walks east and south ot build- 
ing, and in efforts to extend and improve our family play-grounds. 

Over one hundred panels of picket and wire fence have also been 
built, inclosing barn and other out-buildings, together with conven ent 
pasturage for milch cows and other farm stock. The lumber used was 
of the best red cedar and white pine, and of sj^iiar aiaterial a fence 
Has also been constructed around the wells which furnish our water 
supply, and the ground thus inclosed thickly planted with trees Eight 
hundred feet of galvanized iron pipe has been laid to convey the sur- 
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plus water from large spring to the piggery, or to the wells at pump. 

house, as necessity may require. 

We have had no deaths t<> report daring the past two years, and bat 
seven boys have died at the school oat of all that have been received 
during' the sixteen years of its existence. This shows a remarkablv 
low rate of mortality— less than one half of one per cent, rating by the 
average yearly population since that time. Considering the Datura] ad- 
vantages of our elevated position, with a soil and atmosphere almost 
free from dampness and malarial influences, we need only to practice 
habits of cleanliness, and enforce a thorough sanitary regime in order 
to secure comparative freedom from all local diseases. 

But with all these favorable snrroundiugs we have not been entirely 

free from sickness, as will appear from the annual report of the attend 
mg physician. Dr. Charles A. Wells. Our hospital accommodations 
are ample, and have provided every necessary convenience ami com- 
fort for a number Of very sick boys, while every demand of the phvsi 
cian has been fully and promptly supplied. Dr. Wells has proved a 
faithful friend, professionally and otherwise, to those tequMng mid 
attention, always responding promptly when called, and ever re < I y to 
treat patiently even the imaginary ills of our few little waifs wh ,

Sirs: I have the honor to submit the following report of tbe trans- 
actions of the telegraph and telephone service of the District of Colum- 
bia during the fiscal year ending Juno 30, 1885, being the twenty-first 
annual report of the lire alarm telegraph of the city of Washington. 

J IRE ALARM TELEGRAPH. 

Forty-six new fire alarm signal boxes of the latest improvements in 
the Garuewell system were added during the year, and all the circuits 
considerably enlarged and improved. Shunt switches were put into all 
the old signal boxes so as to get rid of the resistance of the bell mag- 
nets of all stations while at rest, thereby saving a large consumption of 
battery, without impairing the efficiency of the service. This large ad- 
dition to the system, amounting to about 53 per ceut., was made at a 
total cost of $7,953.65, and supplies to a hu ge extent a long-felt need for 
increased facilities for the prompt transmission of alarms of tire. In the 
extension of the fire telegraph, together with a few new telephone lines, 
sonic 60 miles of new wire was put up during the year; some upon poles 
already in position, partly over the tops of houses, and partly on the 
newly-erected poles through the alleys, which have been put up by the 
Chesapeake and Potomac Telephone Company. The right of the Dis^ 
fcrict to use these poles has enabled this department to put the wires ot 
the telegraph and telephone service in a much better condition for work, 
as well as to abandon and take down a large number ot rotten and

TELE PHONE SERVICE. 

There are fifty one earth and two metallic telephone circuits belong- 
ing to the District in use in this service. The earth circuits are used ex- 
clusively for telephone purposes. 

The two metallic circuits are used in the patrol system— telegraph and 
telephone combined — in the fifth and seventh police precincts. 

Including the patrol service, the district 1ms in constant use 117 sets 
of telephones, all of which are rented by the year from the Chesapeake 
and Potomac Telephone Company of this District. These telephones 
arc distributed amongsl and throughout most of the branches and de- 
partments of the District government, and have worked as well, and 
given as good satisfaction as can be readily obtained while using over- 
head \\ ires : 151,071 messages pertaining to the transaction of police busi- 
ness wthm in nsmit ted over t he wires by telephone, to and from head- 
quarters during the vein-, all of which were recorded in full, being an in- 
crease of 31,658 over the previous vear. Not more than one half of the 
messages, for nil purposes are recorded, so that it is safe to assume that 
Mlly300,000 messages passed overthese telephone lines during the year, 
exclusive of t he patrol service. The telephone has become a necessity in 
all departments of the District government, answering far better tor many 
purposes thai, the telegraph. lint for police business a good printing 
telegraph would, in mv judgment, he far better. Any person who can 
read can readily learn to transmit and receive messages as correctly ^ 
tlx- most skillful expert can upon the Morse instrument. AH messages 
transmitted are printed and recorded at botn the 
and where received, the actual letters of the alphabet and t he merals 
alone being used. The recording of the message at the point ^erever

Each person 
is provided with a clean, comfortable bed and night-gown, and is compelled to take 
a warm bath before retiring. Tbey are given two substantial meals each dav and

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as quoted above, a showing due in large measure to a different method 
of registering new patients, as well as to the fact, well understood 
among physicians, that the new school always attracts the majority 
of chronic cases. It is impossibleto give an accurate account of patients 
cured, but among the many patients who come to us after unsuccessful 
treatment al other dispensaries, both physicians and lady visitors report 
a large number who arc cured, or most decidedly improved, under the 
cure of our physicians. 

Dr. Lee, who was two years ago appointed homoeopathic physician 
at large to the poor, has labored under many disadvantages. To-day 
;i -iv.it many people do not know that our school of medicine is repre- 
sented among the physicians to the poor, and a great many poor people, 
who prefer homo&opathic treatment, And it inconvenient, if not impos- 
sible, to send perhaps three or tour miles to Dr. Lee's office or to the 
dispensary to summon him to their homes, and so send for the physician 
appointed to serve their particular district of the city. Any physician 
who is expected to visit patients in all parts of a city like this must 

find his task a very difficult one. Frequently he will be called to three 
or perhaps four extremes of the city on the same day, and the time con- 
sumed in goiug from one to the other will leave very few hours at his 
disposal tor other cases. 

Through tin' kindness of the health department (memorandum 
marked 0) J am able to state that, in spite of all these difficulties, J)r. 
Lee has made daring the past year 707 visits, 715 prescriptions, and 
has been consulted at his office 303 times. In addition to this, Dr. Lee 
has prescribed for 321 patients at the dispensary. Reference to the 
summary (memorandum C) will show that the largest number ot visits 
and prescriptions made l>\ one physician for the past eleven months 
lias been made by Dr. Holden, of South Washington, and the smallest 
number exclusive of the county physicians has been made by Dr. Beatty, 
in the southeastern part of the city.

THE HERMAN ORPHAN ASYLUM. 

This institution was found in rather an improved condition over that 
of last year. An addition has been erected to the original building, 
to be used as .1 general dining-room, and the upper story as a dormitory 
for boys, which dormitory will relieve the present crowded state of the 
main building. Would suggest that no future appropriation be made 
for enlarging the present building, which is of wood, remote from aid in 
case of fire, not even having a telephone communication with the city, 
the police, or ftre department. Should future appropriations be asked 
for additional accommodations, they should be lor a fire proof building, 
and not for the enlarging of a perishable, combustible one. The chddren 
looked very well and clean. No death has occurred during the year. 
Number of children, 36. 

THE WASHINGTON ASYLUM. 

This was found in excellent condition, the blemishes of last year 
bavinc been removed, The new hospital building is worth duplicating, 
that all the hospital buildings may be replaced by new ones, suited to 
the purpose for which they are used, and then all connected by a cov- 
ered foot walk to protect the physicians from the weather.

While 
this hospital is doing a great amount of good, great care should be ex- 
ercised to see that the charities thus extended should in all cases be 
given only to such as arc not able to make proper compensation. The 
continuance of the present appropriation is earnestly solicited. 

REFORM SCHOOL. 

Everything pertaining to the management of the institution and its 
sanitary arrangement were as good as the circumstances would allow. 
The farm furnishes an abundance of fresh vegetables. The bread is of 
an excellent quality. Number of inmates at present, 165) colored, 98 ; 
while. f>7. The school was established sixteen years ago, during" which 
time there w ere seven deaths — a remarkably small death rate, which 
speaks well for the management. The water-closets in the yard are not 
supplied with water, which is a mistake. They claim that the water-supply 
is deficieut. A remedy is suggested in this way: There area large num- 
ber of buildings from w hich if the rain-water was all collected into a 
large tank an abundant supply would thus be afforded. The dormitories 
for the accommodation of the colored boys were found to be in a very 
crowded condition, there being 40 sleeping in one room 00 by 40 feet 
and 18 in another of the same dimensions, sufficient air space per boy 
not thus being allowed— the air becoming vitiated during the night. The 
only wonder is that such a condition has not caused some virulent dis- 
ease. This is not the fault of the management, as they are deficient in 
proper room. The remedy for this crying evil is the erection of another 
building to meet the increasing demands of this much-needed institu- 
tion. 

LGED women's SOME. 

in this institution, which affords a home to a number of aged indigent 
women, the rule is to provide a separate room foreach inmate. The rooms 
were tonml Hean and tidy,and the beneficiaries m asgood phys ical Icon- 
dition as could beexpected in people of their age. Ihe food is good and 
abundant.

The mo>< noticeable feature about tins statement is the small amount 
of woo d. With the completion of the work during the present summer, 
for which contracts have already been made, the last of the wooden 
pavements will have disappeared. As has been stated in various pre- 
vious reports, the amount of wood laid by the Territorial government 
between L871 ami 1874 was 1,188,000 square yards, covering a length 
of 50 miles, and cost in- over 1 1,000,000. The principal work done on 
the streets during the eleven years since the Territorial government was 
abolished has been the replacement of' this wood by durable pave- 
ments. The portion of the work accomplished since 1878 is shown m 
the following statement :

From the above it is evident that wood, w ith all the improvements 
suggested by years of experience, is not a durable material for paving, 
and that a wooden pavement can be kepi in order only at an enormous 
expense, fully 400 per cent, greater than the cost of our asphalt and 
granite pavements. While it is noiseless, and, so Long as kept in re- 
pair, is smooth for driving and offers little resistance to traction, yet 

when the fibers are wet it absorbs a great deal of filth and gives <Hl1 
unhealthy odors, and the street on which it is laid must be torn up for 
relaying every five or sis years. Above all. it is very costly. While 
it could probably be laid in this country at a cost much Less than is paid 

in London and Paris, yet I doubt if the expense for first cost and con- 
stant maintenance could be brought down to less than twice the cost of 
our asphalt under the same conditions. These are the reasons which 

have caused the rigid exclusion of wood from this city during the lust 
ten years. I am convinced that these reasons still remain in full force, 
and that it would be a mistake of the most serious character to permit 
its {^introduction in this city. 

Of the granite pavements* laid here since 1878, it is only necessary to 
say that they have given entire satisfaction, except on the'scoreof noise. 
Where the contractor has faithfully performed his work (which has 
been the case m all but one or two instances) bis guarantee of five years 
tow DO involve, him in a cent of ex pens,'.

The asphalt pavement has been the standard pavement for the last 
seven years, about 600,000 square yards having been laid on a founda- 
tion of hydraulic concrete, and about 100,000 yards more on the stone 
foundations of the worn out tar pavements. This pavement is made of 
refined Trinidad asphalt, softened with the residuum of petroleum oil, 
and mixed in certain proportions with sand and powdered limestone, 
l ull details as to the manufacture and laying of this pavement will be 
found in the specifications, which are given at length in the appendix. 
Its cost tor the lasl three years has been about $2.25 per square yard. 
When made with skilled labor and laid under proper supervision it 
3 'Mis to answer all the requirements of a first-class pavement in this 
city. It is almost noiseless, not slippery under ordinary conditions, 
offers little resistance to traction, is easily repaired and cleaned, and it 
is very durable. Large numbers of streets have now been laid live, 
six, and seven years, and are in perfect order, although not a cent has 
been expended on them for repairs. On other streets mistakes have 
occasionally been made in the mixture, and defects have appeared 
wind, have needed repairs. Nearly allot these repairs have been made 
at the contractor's expense during his guarantee period: but, as nearly 
as it can be ascertained, the total expense, both to contractors and the 
District, for repairing asphalt pavements during the eight years since 
thej werelirst laid, has been about $WHM>, or $;*,750 per year. 
these eight years the average number of yards has been 427.000, so 
thai the average annual expense for maintenance up to date has been 
nine tenths of T cent per yard per year.

The average age of these pavements is now twelve years, so t li n t the 
average annual cost of maintenance has been a little iess than 800,000, 
or about 8 cents per square yard per year, 

During the last three years the appropriation for repairs to concrete 
pavements has been $50,000. Of this about, $20,000 has been required 
tor minor repairs, leaving $30,000 for resurfacing. There are over 
300,000 yards of these pavements which have never been resurfaced, and 
their surface is rapidly wearing out. Unless tbev can be resurfaced with 
asphalt more rapidly than at present, ™ a few years they will go to pieces. 

as it will be impossible to preserve them bv patching. It is necessary, 

therefore, to increase the appropriation for repairs to concrete pave- 
ments and in making up the next estimates I think that this item should 
oe not less than $75,000.

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ESTIMATES FOR FUTURE IMPROVEMENTS. 

The necessity for replacing the wooden pavements has retarded the 
improvement of the streets and the growth of the city very materially 
daring the past seven years. In the main the work on the streets dur- 
ing that period has been the doing over of work already done, and as 
the wood was principally laid in the northwest section the money spent 
in replacing it has necessarily been largely confined to that section. In 
the lasl two veins, however, the wood having nearly disappeared, it 
has been possible to extend the area of improvements. A large portion 
of tlif appropriation for these years has been expended in the eastern 
and southwestern section, with most beneficial results, the street im- 
provements bein;: followed very quickly by the improvement of abut- 
ting property. Although the northwest section pays about 80 per 
cent, of all the taxes, yet I think it is best for the general interests of 
the city that, for the next two or three years at least, its share of street 
improvements should be restricted to about 50 per cent, of the appro- 
priation. This will permit the replacement of the rubble on portions of 
Four and a half, Sixth, Fourteenth, and H streets, and Indiana avenue, 
and will provide tor the gradual paving of the streets in the extreme 
northwest. At the same time the area of good pavements on Capitol 
Hill, Sooth Washington, and Georgetown can be extended at the same 
rat. as during the last two vears. Nothing enhances the value ot real 
estate so much as good pavements, and from this time forward every 
dollar spent on the streets will have a very marked effect m improving 
real estate and increasing the District revenues. 

In order to show how little of new improvements it has been possible 
to make until verv recently, the following statement ot ^W ^prove- 
ments is given for comparison with the statement on a previous pa & e 
of the expenditures in replacing the wooden pavements.

All other repairs of streets, avenues, and alleys are executed by day? 
labor under the superintendent of streets, Mr. J. J. Barrows. Nns 
work includes the repairs of cobblestone pavements on streets and 
alleys, of macadam and gravel roadways (aggregating over 13 miles id 
length), the repairs of dangerous holes in sidewalks, and other miscella- 
neous work of that character^ detailed statement of which will be found 
in the appendix. The labor of the workhouse inmates is utilized in 
grading and filling up streets in the extreme eastern section ol the city, 
and in cleaning unimproved streets and alleys. 

The ''permit work,'* in which the District pays for the materials and 

the property owners for the labor, is also executed by daj b' labor under 
the superintendent of streets. During the past year this work included 
3. J , miles of curl), gutters, and sidewalks: 3,092 square yards of alleys 
paved with cobble; and 2,943 yards of asphalt blocks and 1, 888 yards of 
granite blocks laid on streets, alleys, and sidewalks, besides various 
culverts and bridges built on the"Klingle road" in the county. A 
more complete statement of this work w 11 be found in the appendix. 
The appropriation act for next year authorizes the Commissioners to 
compel the repairs of sidewalks and alleys under this system whenever 
they "deem it necessary for the public health and comfort," ami to assess 
the cost of the labor against theabutting property. As the act only 
takes effect July L, 1885, no proceedings have yet been taken to earn 
out this provision. As the streets are being paved with the best known 
pavements, without special charge on the abutting property, it is only 
fair and proper that a portion of the cost of maintaining the sidewalks 
and alleys should be charged against the property which is specially 
benefited by it. As a general rule the property owners gladly avail 
themselves of this system to make small improvements Which are de- 
Sired immediately, but in somecases a minority refuse to pay volun- 
tarily their share of the cost of labor, and it is to meet such cases, where 
Sidewalks are dangerous or alleys unhealthy, that the law was passed.

In the month of May last proposals were invited, under authority of 
an act of Congress, for cleaning the streets for the periods of one, three, 
or five years, respectively. There were only two bidders, L. P. Wright 
& Son and I. 8. Filbert. With the improvements in the Filbert ma- 
chine since it was used here some years ago, it is now practically as effi- 
cient as the Wright machine. 80 that the two bidders were on unequal 
footing. The bidding was very close, the lowest bids being as follows: 
For one war, Wright & Son. at 28J cents per 1,000 yards; for three 
years, Wright & Son, at 2&i cents per 1,000 yards; for five years, Fil- 
bert, at 27j cents per LOO0 yards. 

It was evident that the savin- in money by a longcontract would be 
very slight, ami that there were objections to making a contract tor 'sev- 
eral vears, daring which the District would be unable to take advan- 
tage of any improvements in methods or machinery for cleaning, me 
contract was therefore awarded to Wright & Son tor one year only. 

In my last annual report I recommended that the appropriation tor 
street cleaning be increased from $40,000 to $46,000, and the appropria- 
te, made for next year in the lat ter amount.

The suit of the gas companies against the I district, [involving the 
question of the cost of erecting new lamps, which was explained at 
length in the report of last year and the year previous, lias not yet 
been decided. 

Under the provisions of the act of duly 1, 1SS2, the < \mimissioners 
are authorized to substitute the electric light or other method ot din 

mination for gas, at the same or a less price. It is not practicable to 
furnish the electric light at the same price as gas, especially in view ot 
the requirement of underground wires in the central portion of the 
city; but on F street, between Ninth and Fifteenth streets, the prop- 
erty owners have made up the difference in cost, and a very satisfactory 
light has been furnished by the tinted states Electric Light Company. 
The lamps are placed on ornamental iron posts and t he wires are car- 
ried underground. The District pays only at t ho legal rate for the 
number of gas-lamps for which the electric light is substituted. Nego- 
tiations have been in progress for a long time for the lighting of Penn- 
sylvania avenue and Seventh street on the same plan, but they have 

not yet been successful, as it is not remunerative to the companie

PARKING COMMISSION. 



During the past year 1>,084 trees have been planted ami 258old trees 
removed. The number of trees now on the streets is 04,571, of 36 dif 
terent varieties, covering nearly 150 miles of streets. 

1 desire once more to call attention to the splendid success achieved 

by the members of the Parking Commission, Messrs. W. B. Smith, 
WiUiam Saunders, ami John Saul, in their efforts at systematic tree 
Ptotmg in this city. Their work began in 1871, and the results ot 
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their intelligent plans and botanical knowledge are now the admiration 
alike of every visitor and resident. While it was necessary to use large 
numbers of the quick-growing, soft maples, yet they are interspersed 
with elms and other bard varieties, which will take the place of the 
short lived tires when the latter shall have passed their prime. Of 
lindens alone there is a continuous drive of 13 miles in length, with 
rows on Massachusetts avenue in one stretch of over.') miles long. 
Of Carolina poplars, tulip trees, and button woods, there is about an 
equal length. The trimming of the trees is carried on solely according 
judgment of the Tal king Commission, in the furtherance of their 
plans foi improving the appearance of the trees. No trimming is ever 
permitted in the interest of telegraph wires, and if no other means can 
rid to remove them the trees will drive the wires off the streets in 
, few years at the most. 

COUNTY ROADS. 

The appropriation for repairs of county roads during the past year 
was $25,000 with a proviso in the deficiency bill that any unexpended 
mees under the head of ••improvements and repairs 7 ' might be used 
n. meet an\ deficiencies for the roads. The total expenditures were 
£32,051. 13. 

Of this more than $10,000 was expended on the Seventh street road, 
comph ting its entire reconstruction from Boundary street to the Mary-

total expense has been about $45,000. The work has comprised over

It is to be 
noticed thai in New York, Philadelphia, and Chicago, laws have been 
passed ordering the peremptory removal of all telegraph poles on a cer- 
tain date. In all of these cities the dates have passed and the laws have 
not been repealed, bat the poles still stand on the streets. The interests 
involved are too great to permit the telegraph business of the country 
to he cut off in this summary manner. The placing of wires under- 
ound in cities will require a large outlay of capital, and will consume 
;> considerable amount of time. The work can only be done gradually. 
More progress has been made in Washington than in any other city in 
the country. The policy adopted by the Commissioners and consistently 
carried out for the last three or four years, has been to refuse permits 
for reconstructing pole lines within the central part of the city, and to 
permit extensions in the outer streets and in alleys, only on conditions 
a certain amount of underground work shall be done as an equiv- 
alent.

The Signal Service sta- 
d n is close to this area, By comparing the hourly record of rainfall 
w th the hourly record of sewer discharge, it will be possible after a 
sufficient number of storms have been observed, to tell very accurately 
what proportion of the rainfall does reach the sewers and how quickly 
it sets there. Since the sewer-gauge has been placed m position, only 
two storms have occurred of any magnitude. One of them was one halt 
inch of rain in fifteen minutes, or at the rate of 2 inches an hour 1 he 
sewer rose almost immediately after the rain began, and fell to its nor- 
mal level within a few minutes after the ram ceased; its maximum 
height was 5.7 feet, or about three fourths of the capacity of the sewer. 
The second storm occurred on June 28(two days since). The record oi 
the sewer-gauge tallies exactly with the record of the rain-gauge oi a 
few minutes earlier. At its maximum period the rain fell for thirty- 
seven minutes at the rate of .9 inch per hour. The sewer gauge rose to a 
height of 3.7 feet or about .47 of its capacity. Both of these storms show 
that on asphalt pavements the water is discharged into the sewers with 
great rapidity and with very little loss. The records of the Signal Of- 
fice from 1871 to 1884 show that during that period there have been 
four storms between 1 and 2 inches per hour; five storms between 2 and 
3 inches per hour; and three storms of duration less than an hour, but 
at a rate exceeding 3 inches per Hour. Hardly a year passes without 
at least one storm of 2 inches or more per hour. 

It is evident, therefore, that the assumption of a 2-inch rainfall as a 
basis in computing the size of the sewers is none too large, although it 
is proper to add that the sewers have not been built of this capacity in 
any other city. 

The sewers laid under the permit system and the repairs and clean- 
ing of sewers have been in charge of Lieutenant Townsend since the 1st 
of last January, and will be reported upon by him. 

DISTRICT BUILDING. 

The lack of a suitable building for the offices of the District govern- 
ment is a matter which requires serious attention. The present hired 
quarters are in every way unsuitable. They are very combustible, and 
are liable to be destroyed by fire, with all the records contained in them, 
at any moment. They are wholly insufficient in size for the clerical 
force now employed. The arrangement of rooms is extremely incon- 
venient, both for the public and for the officers. They are infested by 
rats and vermin, which not only add to the discomfort of the inmates, 
but seriously injure a portion of the records. They are badly venti- 
lated, and so badly lighted that gas is necessary in some of the rooms 
at all hours, and several of the clerks have had their eyesight perma- 
nently injured thereby. Probably no other city of the size of Wash- 
ington, or half its size, has such bad accommodations for its municipal 
offices. For several years plans have been discussed and presented to 
the committees of Congress for a new city building in connection with 
a new post office or other building for some branch of the General Gov- 
eminent. Nothing definite has resulted from them, and it seems best 
that the District should endeavor to build its own building independent 
of ot her branches of the Government. What is needed is a plain brick 
building, with beams, stairs, and roof of iron and floors of concrete. 
The floor space required is about 30,000 square feet, independent of hall- 
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W ;iv>. or, Bay, three stories, with a ground plan of 12,500 square feet 
From some approximate calculations of cost, and from data kindly fur- 
nished by General Meigs, I am of opinion that a building of the char- 
acter of the new Pension building, but much smaller in size, can be 
built for 1125,000 at the most ($1<> per square foot). As to sites the 
District already owns the ground just south of Louisiana avenue and 
east of Ninth street, which is well adapted for the purpose, or Congress 
might £ive its consent to placing the building on Judiciary Square. It 
would require nearly two years for its completion, and the drain on the 
District revenues would not he excessive. There is certainly no other 
object for which the money could he spent to better advantage for the 
general interests of the District 

CONCLUSION. 

In concluding this, my last report, and terminating my connection 
with the District, after more than six years of uninterrupted service 
in the engineering department of its government, 1 beg leave to place 
on record my sense of deep obligation for the unfailing kindness and 
support which I have always received from yourself and your pre- 
decessor, the late .Major Twining. I also desire to commend to your 
favorable consideration the various assistant engineers, clerks, super- 
intendents, inspectors, and foremen connected with the department, 
many of whom have been appointed during my term of service and on 
my recommendation. With hut very lew exceptions, they arearemark- 
;ihl\ intelligent and efficient body of men, thoroughly familiar with their 
duties and faithful in the performance of them. I may also be permit- 
ted to express my regrets at severing the cordial ielations which, in the 
course of my service here, I have been able to form with so many of 
the citizens of Washington, and to state my unbounded confidence in 
the tut ure prosperity of this city ami its position as the worthy capital 
Of ii great nation.

The expenditures of the water department during the last fiscal 
year have exceeded the receipts $19,177.74 It is expected during the 
yeai L885-'86 that a corresponding deficit will obtain, owing to the 
amount to be paid to the interest and sinking fund on account of the 
increased debt caused by the building of the new conduit and reservoir. 

It will s i be necessary to increase the water rents, but it is not deemed 

advisable so to do until by the introduction of the new water supply, 
the water takers derive a corresponding benefit. It is believed that 
the balance to the credit of the water fund is large enough to enable 
this course to be adopted. 

The apparent increase in the estimates for salaries tor the fiscal year 
1886 >87 is due to the transfer of the pay of five inspectors ifrom "Pump- 
ing Expenses and Pipe Distribution" to the former heading. 

The estimate for pumping expenses and pipe distribution has been 
correspondingly reduced. . # .

A consolidated summary statement of the operations < f the depart- 
ment, showing the expenditures for the past fiscal year and estimates 
for the ensuing year, is herewith submitted. The expenditures for re- 
placement of pavements and improvements of* streets and avenues ex- 
ceed the amount appropriated $5,248.09; also the expenditure for re- 
pairs of county loads exceeded the appropriation $7,051.13. These 
amounts were paid from an unexpended balance of the appropriation 
for the purchase of material for permit work, in accordance with author- 
ity granted in t he deficiency appropriation bill approved March 3, 18S5. 

The tabular statement, herewith submitted, shows the condition of 
the revenues a nd expenditures of the public markets for the same period. 

Since the establishment of the permanent form of government for the 
District of Columbia, under the act of Congress approved June 11, 1878, 
Congress has appropriated large sums of money for the purpose of in- 1 
creasing the accommodations and efficiency of the school, fire, and 
police departments, more especially in the matter of the construction 
of buildings. 

The building accommodations and facilities afforded these several de- 
partments, will compare favorably with similar departments of sister 
cities. For capacity, convenience, and comfort they are amply provided 
f<»r for the demands which may be made upon them for quite a number 
of years to come, with a possible exception in favor of the schools.

' "I The amount now paid for rent and repairs, the increased cost for fuel 

and lighting, would pay :> per cent, per annum on a capital of $300,000. 

Under the act of Congress "providing for the settlement of all out- 
standing claims against the District of Columbia, and conferring juris- 
diction on the Court of Claims to hear the same," three, hundred and 
ninety four suits wore tiled, embracing claims for millions of dollars. 
All but forty oast's have been disposed id', with hut few eases where re- 
covery was made against the District, and in those, the amount so re- 
covered was greatly reduced. In many cases counter judgments were 
secured, of the forty remaining cases quite a large number will be dis-

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where tlie curb line of the street is not more than 20 feet from that of 
the building. 

The furnishing and maintenance of tree boxes is a heavy item of ex- 
pense. In regard to young trees protection is absolutely necessary, 
but when once they have become established, and have gained sufficient 
age and strength to withstand the force of winds, boxes are neither 
useful nor ornamental, so far as protection from natural causes is appar- 
ent. Tin* only reason for their maintenance around the older trees is to 
protect them from careless and malicious persons, a reason which in a 
city like Washington ought not to exist. 

As previously reported, the great number of trees which now exist 
in the city require so much attention as to materially lessen the num- 
ber which can be planted during the year. Much of this attention is 
expended in keeping boxes in repair, and if is proposed to make the 
endeavor to lessen this item of expense by removing boxes entirely from 
the older trees wherever it can reasonably be done. 

In conclusion it may be rem irked that, taken as a whole, the growth 
of the t i-ees has been very satisfactory ; ami the Parking Commissioners 
constantly endeavor to have all work connected with their charge exe- 
cuted in the most economical manner.

>m (). I he changes as suggested are a necessity both for the comfort 
and convenience ol the men on the force and the proper care of prison- 
ers while confined, and also i„ view of the fact that they need increased 
accommodations, [f to appropriate for all is more than can be allowed 
m one year, I would suggest that an appropriation be made for one of 
them this and succeeding years until these buildings are brought up to 
the absolute needs. The amount appropriated for purchase of site and 
erection of station-house in the sixth precinct was found, after purchas- 
ing the site, to be insufficient to complete the station. To keep within 
the amount appropriated it was necessary to leave off the stone steps 
at entrance, the concreting and paving of cellars, the stone copings on 
flues and fire- walls, and the grading, paving, or concreting the yard. 
I hen- is also a necessity for a stable for use of mounted police and 
patrol wagon. To complete this station as specified and construct a 
suitable stable J estimate will cost the sum of $3,000. The appropria- 
tion for the station now in course of ejection in the seventh precinct is 
also insufficient, alter deducting the cost of site, on account of the de- 
fective condition of the land, making it necessary to expend in extra 
depths of excavation and foundation walls, in order to secure a proper 
and safe foundation, the sum of $1,400, before it was ascertained that 
if was necessary to make the extra expenditure for the foundations. 
The sum appropriated was not sufficient to accept the lowest bid, and 
it was necessary to omit the following items in making the contract 
in order to keep within the amount appropriated — the front stone 
8teps and platform, the concreting and paving of the entire cellar, the 
ventilating skylight, the furnace and brickwork to same, the paving 
and parking in front and inclosing lot— to complete which I estimate 
will cost the sum of $1,225. There is also at this station, as at the sixth 
precinct, a necessity for a stable, which should be erected while com- 
pleting the grounds, which I estimate will cost tile sum of $1,500. ■ The 
amount necessary for repairs to stations, considering the increased 
number, and embracing the police court, should not be less than $2,000. 
These buildings are subject to considerable wear, and to restore and 
keep them in a sound and comfortable condition it will require that 
amount.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF LAMPS. 

Engineer's Office, 
Washington, J). ft, September L, 1885. 

SIR: I have the honor to submit my report of the operations of tins 
office and expenditures incurred from June 30, 1884, to Jane 30, L885, 
showing a total expenditure of $99,176.06 ) of which were refunded by 
the railroad companies under the provision of law $1,898.14, leaving the 
net expenditure $97,277.92. 

During the past year the street lamps have been lighted the full num- 
ber of hours allotted bv law, viz, 2,000 hours. I would again respect- 
fully renew my recommendation that the hours be increased to three 
thousand, as the past winter has demonstrated that the number of hours 
now lighted are entirely inadequate, as the lamps had to be lighted 
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every night during the past winter, at the expense of other portion- 
of the year, owing t<> the weather being dark and .stormy, and the large 
influx of strangers into the city in witness the oereinouiee attending 
the dedication of the Washington Monument and the inauguration 
of the President I would respectfully state that there is no city 
in the country with the population of Washington whose streets arc 
lighted less than 3,800 hours per annum, and it seems strange that the 
capital of the nation should keep its streets lighted only two-thirds of 
the year and depend on the moon forthe balance. Owing to the appro 
pnation not being sufficient, and as no portion of the city oould be left 
m darkness, a deficiency was incurred amounting to $960.27 During 
the past .year 125 lamps have been erected; a portion of those lamw 
were paid for by some of our public spirited citizens, as the appropria- 
tion tor the erecti f lamps was m,t sufficient to meet the demands 

A large portion of the city still remains nnlighted, and the demands for 
lamps are constantly increasing as the city is being ranidlv built in, 
towards tie suburbs.

The number of complaints received from consumers of gas during the 
year ending June 30, 1885, was largely in excess of the number in- 
spected in any previous year since this office has been established. 
This increase in the number of complaints may be attributed, in many 
instances, to the new mains laid in various parts of the city during the 
past year or two. 

The increased size of mains, permitting a greater volume of gas to be 
supplied to the lateral or service pipes, under less friction, and conse- 
quently augmented pressure at the point of ignition hence the con- 
sumption is very materially increased unless the flow of gas is checked 
at the meter or burner. 

The sum of $008 was received as fees for meter inspections, and the 
same was covered into the United States Treasury to the credit of the 
United States and District of Columbia in equal parts. 

I respectfully recommend that an assistant inspector of gas and meters 
should be appointed, who shall assist in the duties specified, under the 
directions of the inspector. The work of the office is too heavy for one offi- 
cer to discharge, and in consequence of not having an assistant during 
the winter months of 1883-'84, the demand for sealed meters by the 
Washington Gas-Light Company could not be complied with, and the 
company were compelled to place meters in service that had not been 
inspected, proved, and sealed as required by law. It is necessary, there- 
fore, that some provision should be made, so that the company can 
obtain sealed meters as they need them; and the practice of placing 
new and repaired meters in service that have not been approved by this 
office as correct measurers of gas be discontinued. 

I again renew the recommendation made in previous reports that the 
act of Congress approved June 23, 1874, regulating gas-works should 
be amended so as to require, when for any purpose whatever the heads 
of meters that have been inspected, proved, and sealed are removed bjr 
the gas companies, meters of this description should be classed as re- 
paired meters and brought to this office for reinspection before again 
being placed in service.

Microscopic examination m " " Good 

Opinion : Good potable water. 

In regard to the fish-like odor which has been detected in our water 
supply, all scientific authorities agree in attributing it to the formation 
of microscopic alg®, such as cohfervac®, oscillator^, and proto-coccis 
but there is no evidence to warrant a suspicion that this water will 
produce any deleterious effect upon the health of those who drink it. 

The formation of these alga&, and likewise the fish like odor, has, this 
summer, been quite general all over the United States; it is also re- 
marked, periodically, more or less in other parts of the world. 

I was unable to experiment on the algae found in our reservoirs, 
owing to the fact that they had all disappeared when I endeavored to 
procure specimens. * 

The methods I have adopted in the examination and analyses of 
water have been fully described by me in the report of the health offi- 
cer, District of Columbia, for the year 1880; still, I deem it proper to say 
a few words in regard to the examination of water by the aid of the 
microscope, without which the analysis would be incomplete, notwith- 
standing its use is often neglected by the analyst. 

Inasmuch as it is the character, rather than the quantity of the or- 
ganic mat ter found, by which we judge the quality of water in a sanitary 
point of view, we are necessarily obliged to go into the most minute 
details connected with the subject-matter, and here it is that the mi- 
croscope becomes indispensable and very often gives us that precise 
information which enables us to determine the nature of the organic 
matter referred to. 

The corpuseules visible under the microscope are sand, clay, chalk, 
&c. The vegetable debris consists of leaves, fibers, &c. 

Animal debris arises principally from insects. The living organisms 
found in water consist of Vibrions, Bacterid, Algai, Diatomaceae, In- 
fusoriee, eggs of Tanise, of Ascaridas, and a multitude of microscopic 
organisms which are generally found in polluted water. 

The reagents I generally employ are a solution of iodine, which gives 
a blue color to the amylaceous cells; second, a solution of carmine iu 
glycerine and alcohol, which colors red the vegetable cells ; third, the 
violet methylene, which colors the bacterid. 

Now, inasmuch as it is sometimes difficult to ascertain the putresci- 
bility of water bv the direct microscopic examination only, I also make 
use of the method adopted by Dr. August Smith (Revue d'Hygiene et de 
Police Sanitaire, Tom. V, No. 0), which is as follows: 

Dissolve 5 grama of pure gelatine with 2 centigrams of phosphate of soda in 100 
grama of pure distilled water; then add fresh albumen and heat the whole to 100° 
centigrade for the purpose of clarification ; then filter. Twenty-five c. c. ot this solu- 
tion in mixed with 25 c. e. of the water to be examined. Ihe tubes when filled are 
kept for a few minutes in a water-bath at 25° centigrade, in order that assimilation 
will be perfected. The tube is then closed with clean cotton, and kept tor several 
days in a warn, place heated to about 30° to 35° centigrade. 

When the water which is added to the gelatine solution is perfectly pure (boiled 
distilled water), the liquid under examination remains almost intact, but when on 
the contrary thv water is impure, the living orgauisms are as so many centers ot ac- 
tion which "decompose the gelatine and give it the appearance of oily globules, pro- 
portioned in quantity to the ratio of impurity of the water under examination.

For the engineer department, District of Columbia, I have, as in pre- 
ceding years, made daily analyses of the asphalt pavement laid in the 
District. The average per centage of asphalt cement in 105 samples was :

These compositions give satisfactory results. 

Weekly reports of the analyses wen* submitted to Capt. F. V.Greene, 
Corps of Engineers, U. 8. A., and assistant to the Engineer Commis- 
sioner of the District of Columbia. 

All the hydraulic cements used on the public works of the District 
have been submitted at mv laboratory to a daily test as to their tensile 
strength, and weekly reports of the results obtained, together with the 
localities where used, were submitted to Captain Greene and Lieutenant 
Townsend, United States Engineers. 

The following tables show the average tensile strength per square 
inch of the various kinds of light-burned (home made) and Portland 
cements in use here. 



LIGHT-BURNED HOME-MADE HYDRAULIC CEMENTS. 

The cements of this class used in the District are the Shepherdstown 
Potomac cement, the Bound Top Potomac cement, the Lawrence i.osen- 
dale cement, and the Union Pennsylvania cement. This last-named 
cement is partly made on the system of the Portland cement, and is 
more of the character of a high-burned cement. As an ordinary cement 
it has given excellent results as to strength, &c, during the present 
fiscal year, but inasmuch as it does not possess the strength of a good 
Portland cement, and has been placed on the market as an ordinary 
cement, J have placed it in the table of the light-burned home made 
cements.

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is detrimental, and a small percentage of alkali, such as soda or potash, 
adds very much to the virtue of the cement. 

Now, it is not sufficient that the proportions should be correct, it is 
also necessary that calcination should be at the proper degree of heat 
and length of time, in order to produce the formation of bibasic silicate 
of lime and aluminate of lime. 

Having shown the proportions of the constituents of Portland cement, 
we will now prove by analyses made 4 of the best known Portland cements 
and by actual tests of the strength of the same, that when i lie composi- 
tion is made according to the above formula, the best results are ob- 
tained.

To sum up this subject, it will be readily seen that the aualyst is in 
a position to determine accurately the merits and demerits of the ce- 
ments from knowledge based upon scientific principles which long 
experience has demonstrated to be correct, and which when reduced to 
practice will undoubtedly produce the best qualities of hydraulic cements. 

In concluding this, my annual report, 1 trust that my labors have re- 
sulted in shedding some light upon the subject of cements that will 
prove valuable not only to the manufacturer but also to the consumer, 
and more particularly in regard to the manufacture of Portland cement 
in this country, where the raw material abounds iu such unlimited 
quantities that there is no reason why we should not become the ex- 
porters of this valuable commodity instead of importers, as we still are 
to a great extent.

herdstown. This is accounted for by the extreme fineness of the Shep- 
herdstown and the relative coarseness of the Bound Top cement. 

To sum up this subject, it will be readily seen that the analyst is in 
a position to determine accurately the merits and demerits of the ce- 
ments from knowledge based upon scientific principles which long 
experience has demonstrated to be correct, and which when reduced to 
practice will undoubtedly produce the best qualities of hydraulic cements. 

In concluding this, my annual report, I trust that my labors have re- 
sulted in shedding some light upon the subject of cements that will 
prove valuable not only to the manufacturer but also to the consumer, 
and more particularly in regard to the manufacture of Portland cement 
in this country, where the raw material abounds iu such unlimited 
quantities that there is no reason why we should not become the ex- 
porters of this valuable commodity instead of importers, as we still are 
to a great extent.

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SPECIFICATIONS FOR STANDARD PAVEMENTS. 



Specifications for granite paving blocks, 1884. 

QUALITY. 

First. The blocks may be of any syenite or granite equal in hardness 
to what is known as Quincy granite, but they must be of an uniform 
grain and texture, without lamination or stratification, and free from 
excess of mica or feldspar ; hard basaltic stone that will take a smooth 
polish under the traffic will not be accepted. Soft or weather-worn 
stones obtained from the surface of the quarry will not be accepted. 



SIZE. 

Second. The blocks must be of the following dimensions, viz: In 
length, not more than 8 nor less than 6 inches ; in width, not more than 
5 nor less than 3 inches; in depth, not more than 6 nor less than 5J 
inches. The size preferred is 7 inches long, 4 inches wide, and 6 inches 
deep. They must be sufficiently dressed to present rectangular faces, 
with straight edges on top, bottom, and sides, and all blocks whose 
faces vary more than half an inch from a rectangular shape will be re- 
jected. The sides and ends of the blocks must be so dressed that they 
will make close-fitting joints, and any block which has projections or 
knobs larger than half an inch will be rejected. 

CONDITIONS OF DELIVERY. 

Third. Blocks shipped by water must be delivered within one of the 
property yards of the District of Columbia, which are situated at the 
foot of Sixth street and of G street, respectively ; blocks shipped by 
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the Baltimore and Potomac Railroad will be delivered on reservation 17 
or on the reservation at intersection of Maryland and Virginia avenues' 
between Seventh and Ninth streets; blocks shipped by the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad may be delivered on the triangular space between 
G and II streets, Delaware avenue and First street. In every ease the 
cost of unloading the blocks and placing them in the property yards or 
reservations ready for inspection must be paid by the contractor. 

The blocks will be carefully inspected upon delivery by the Engineer 
Commissioner or his agents, and all blocks which do not conform to 
the foregoing specifications in size or quality must be immediately re- 
moved by the contractor at his own expense. The contractor must also 
furnish at his own expense such laborers as may be deemed necessary 
by the Engineer Commissioner to assist his agents in inspecting and 
culling the blocks. 

Fourth. All bids must be accompanied by a specimen block of the 
size and quality described in these specifications, labeled with the name 
of the bidder and the locality of the quarry ; bids not accompanied by 
specimen blocks will not be accepted. 

Specifications for laying granite block pavement. 1S84. 

1. The granite block pavement will be laid on a foundation of gravel 
and sand, with filling of hot paving cement from coal tar. 

2. rhestone blocks will be furnished by the District at .and 

must be hauled to the Street at the contractor's expense. 

3. All wood blocks, &c, necessary to be removed shall be taken up 
ami removed immediately from the line of the work. The subsoil or 
other matter is then to be excavated and removed to the depth of 124

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into the joints of the pavement until the sand beneath and the gravel 
between the blocks will absorb no more and the joints are filled flush 
with the upper surface of the pavement. Dry, hot gravel, not larger 
than three fourths of an inch in any dimension will then be poured along 
the joints filled with paving cement as just described, and will be con- 
solidated by tapping with a light rammer. Not less than 3J gallons of 
paving cement to each square yard of pavement will be required; this 
quantity must be brought upon the ground, upon the line of the work, 
and.whatever may remain after the completion, of the work will be the 
property of the District of Columbia, and will be hauled to the Sixth 
street property yard, at the expense of the contractors. Any wastage 
of paving cement by pouring over the surface of the pavement instead 
of between the blocks will be estimated and deducted from the amount 
reported to have been used, and any such wastage of paving cement 
remaining upon the surface of the pavement must be covered with a 
sufficient quantity of fine, dry gravel to absorb it. 

Specifications for layinp asphaltum pavements, 1884. 

1. Asphaltum pavements will be 2.\ inches in thickness when, com- 
pressed, with a base of hydraulic cement concrete b' inches in depth. 

2. The sand beneath the present wood pavement, and all other mate- 
rial necessary to be removed, will be removed from the street; soft or 
spongy places, not affording a firm foundation, will be dug out and re- 
filled with good earth, well rammed, and the entire road-bed will be 
thoroughly rolled with a heavy steam-roller. 

Upon the foundation as above will be laid a bed of hydraulic cement 
concrete 0 inches in thickness, to be made as follows: 

One measure of cement equal to the best quality of fresh-burned 
Cumberland or Sheperdstown cement, manufactured upon the formula 
of this office, and two of clean, sharp washed sand, free from clay, will 
be thoroughly mixed, dry, and then made into a mortar with the least 
possible amount of water; broken stone or brick, thoroughly cleaned 
from dust and dirt, drenched with water, but containing no loose water 
in the heap, will then be incorporated immediately with the, mortar in 
such quantities as will give a surplus of mortar when rammed. This 
proportion, when ascertained, will be regulated by measure. Each batch 
of concrete will be thoroughly mixed, the mixing being continued on the 
board until each piece of stone or brick is completely coated with mortar; 
it will then be spread and at once thoroughly compacted by ramming 
until free mortar appears upon the surface. The whole operation of 
mixing and laving each batch will be performed as expeditiously as 
possible, with the use of a sufficient number of skilled men. No gravel 
will be used in the concrete, but only angular fragments of stone or 
v brick, having rough faces obtained by fracture, and measuring not more 
than 2j inches in their largest dimensions. The upper surface will be 
\ made exactly parallel with the surface of the pavement to be laid, and 
will be protected from the action of the sun and wind until set. Upon 
/ this base will be laid the wearing surface or pavement proper, the basis 
of which, or paving cement, will be pure asphaltum, unmixed with any 
of the products of coal-tar. * 

3. Where the pavement is laid adjacent to the track of a street railway, 
^ strip 2 feet wide of paving blocks of granite or syenite will be laid next 
the track, with a foundation of bituminous concrete extending to thedeptn 
of the bottom of the cross ties. This foundation will consist of small broken 
stone, clean, sharp sand, and paving cement of coal-tar from direct distil- 
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latioD,of the consistency usually numbered bet ween i and 5. The ingredi- 
ents and their relative proportions of this foundation will be such as to 
constitute a solid base of broken stone, the voids of which are filled with 
sand and paving cement, and will require the approval of the Engineer 
Commissioner. The joints between the paving blocks will be filled 
with a hot paving cement, composed of refined asphalt, 100 parts, and 
heavy petroleum oil, lo parts; or of cement obtained from the direct 
distillation of eoal tar. and of the consistency ordinarily numbered be- 
tween 5 and o*. 

These blocks will be laid as headers, and I he alternate courses will be 
22 and 26 inches in length, so as to form a toothing where the pave- 
ment joins the asphalt. The width of the blocks will be from 4to6 
inches, and their depth from 5 to l> inches. The dimensions here given 
will be strictly adhered to. and the blocks must be of durable and uni- 
form quality, selected for this purpose. The blocks will be carefully 
inspected after they art 4 brought on the line of the work, and all blocks 
which in quality and dimensions do not conform strictly to these speci- 
fications will be rejected, and will be immediately removed from the line 
of work. Contractors will be required lo furnish such laborers as may 
be necessary to aid the inspector in the examination ami calling of the 
blocks: and in case the contractors shall neglect or refuse to so do, 
such laborers as, in the opinion of the Engineer Commissioner, maybe 
necessary will be employed, and the expense incurred will bededucted 
and paid out of any money then due. or which thereafter may be become 
due, the contractors. The blocks may be of any syenite' or granite, 
equal in hardness to what is known as Qnincy granite; but hard, 
basaltic stone that will take a smooth polish under ti attic will nut 
bo used. 

Where the new pavement joins an existing wood pavement a 3-inch 
pine plank will be set on edge between the two. and both pavements 
fitted well up against it. Where the pavement joins an existing Stone 
pavement, a line of parking curb will be set on edge between the two 
and both pavements titted well up against it. This curb will be fur- 
nished by the District at the (i street property yard, and must be hauled 
to the work and placed in position at the contractor's expense. 

4. The following specifications for wearing surface will be adhered to, 
unless a more satisfactory pavement should be preseuted !

The purity of the asphalt shall be ascertained, and the quantity of 
heavy petroleum oil to be added to it shall be in accordance with the 
percentage oi pure asphaltwhich it contains when crude, whether Cuban 
or J rinidad asphalt. 

The asphaltic cement being made in the manner above described, the 
pavement mixture will be formed of the following materials, and in the 
proportions stated:

In order to make the pavement homogeneous the proportion of 
asphaltic cement must be varied according to the quality and character 
ot the sand. The Engineer Commissioner or his inspectors will make 
frequent inspections of the works where the pavement mixture is man- 
ufactured, and will specify the exact amount of asphaltic cement, be- 
tween the limits above given, which shall be used in each batch. If 
the proportions of the mixture are varied in any manner from those 
specified by the inspector, the mixture will be rejected and condemned, 
either before or after it is placed on the street, Its use will not be per- 
mitted, and, if already placed on the street, it will be removed and re- 
placed by proper material at the expense of the contractor. 

1 lie sand and asphaltic cement are heated separately to about 3(KP 
Fahrenheit, The pulverized carbonate of lime, while cold, is mixed 
with the hot sand in the required proportions, and is then mixed with 
the asphaltic cement at the required temperature and in the proper 
proportion, in a suitable apparatus which will effect a perfect mix tare, 
Ihe pavement mixture prepared in a manner thus indicated will 
pe laid on the foundation in two coats. The first coat, called cush- 
ion coat, will contain from 2 to 4 per cent, more asphaltic cement than 
given above; it will be laid to such depth as will give a thickness of 
halt an inch after being consolidated by a. roller. The second coat, 
called surface coat, prepared as above specified, will be laid on the 
cushion coat; it will be brought to the ground in carts, at a tempera- 
ture of about 250° Fahrenheit, and if the temperature of the air is less 
than 50°, the contractor must provide iron carts, with heating appa- 
ratus, in order to maintain the proper temperature of the mixture ; it 
Will then be carefully spread, by meaus of hot iron rakes, in such man- 
ner as to give uniform and regular grade, and to such depth that, after 
having received its ultimate compression of two-fifths, it will have a net 
thickness of 2 inches. This depth will be constantly tested by means of 
gauges furnished by the Engineer Commissioner. The surface will 
then be compressed* by hand rollers, after which a small amount of 
hydraulic cement will be swept over it, and it will then be thoroughly 
compressed by a steam roller weighing not less than 250 pounds to the 
inch run, the rolling being continued for not less than five hours for 
every 1,000 yards of surface. 
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All materials used will be subject to inspection, and will be of the 
quality and kind now on file in the office of the Engineer Commissioner. 

The* degree of fineness, both of sand and powdered limestone, will be 
determined by testing with the screens now on file in the Engineer De- 
partment. 

The powdered carbonate of lime will be of such degree of fineness 
that 1(> per centum, by weight, of the entire mixture for the pavement 
shall be an impalpable powder of limestone, and the whole of it shall 
pass a No. 26 screen. The sand will be of such size that none of it will 
pass a No. SO screen, and the whole of it shall pass a No. 20 screen. 

In order to make the gutters, which are consolidated but little by 
traffic, entirely impervious to water, a width of 12 inches next the curb 
will be coated' with hot, pure asphalt and smoothed w ith hot smoothing 
irons, in order to saturate the payment to a certain depth with an ex 
cess of asphalt. 

5. If considered advisable, a strip of granite-block pavement will ho 
laid in the place of the gutter, of such width as may be prescribed and 
in accordance with tin 1 specifications for granite-block pavements. In 
this case the edge next the carriage-way will consist of headers tooth- 
ing into the pavement of the carriage-way. 

Specifications for laying compressed asphalt block pavement. 

1. The asphalt pavement will be laid on a foundation of grave) and 
sand. 

2. The asphalt blocks will be furnished by the District at the follow- 
ing locality, viz, , and must be hauled to the street at the eon- 
tractor's expense. 

3. All wood blocks, &c, necessary to be removed shall be taken up 
and removed immediately from the line of tin 1 work. The subsoil or 
other matter is then to be excavated and removed to the depth of 12 
inches below the top line of the proposed new pavement, when fully 
rammed. Should there be any spongy material or vegetable matter in 
the bed thus prepared, all such material will be removed and the space 
rilled with clean gravel or sand. Care must be taken in excavating to 
preserve the proper crown, which will be sensibly the same as at 
present where the street is paved with wood or stone blocks. All holes 
and inequalities to be tilled to a proper level with sand or gravel only, 
«nch filling to be well and faithfully compacted by rolling or ramming. 

1. 1 pen the foundation as above is to be laid' a bed of line bank 
gravel, to be approved by the Engineer Commissioner, 5 inches in 
depth when compressed, to be screened from all pebbles measuring 
more than U inches in their largest dimensions, and to be thoroughly 
rolled and rammed. Upon this will be laid a bed of fine, sharp, washed 
sand, thoroughly dry. 1> inches in thickness, to serve as a bed for the 
blocks, which will be laid directly upon and imbedded in it with close 
joints. Special care will be observed to make the surface of this bed 
ot sand exactly parallel to the surface of the pavement when complete; 
tins will be accomplished by dragginga straight edge over it, or other- 
wise. The blocks must be laid by the pavers standing or kneeling 
upon the b ocks already laid and not upon tie' bed of sand. 

J fie blocks are to be laid at right angles with the line of the street, 
with such crown as the Engineer Commissioner may direct; each course 
to be of blocks Of a uniform width and depth, and so laid that all longi- 
tiu inal . punts shall be broken by a lap of at least 4 inches. Each course 
ot blocks will be driven against the course preceding it by a heavy 
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maul, in order to make the joints as tight as possible. When thus 
laid the blocks will be immediately covered with clean, fine sand en- 
tirely tree from any loam or earthy matter, perfectly dry, and screened 
through a sieve or screen having no t less than twentv meshes to the 
inch. The blocks will then be carefully rammed by placing a plank 
oyer several courses and ramming the plank with a heavy rammer. 
The ramming w ill be continued until the blocks reach a firm, unyield- 
ing bed and present a uniform surface, with proper grade and crown. 
Any lack of uniformity in the surface must be corrected by taking up 
and relaying the blocks. When the ramming is complete a sufficient 
amount of fine, dry sand, as above described, will be spread over the 
surface and swept or raked into the joints. 

Specifications for laying Macadam pavement. 

1. Macadam pavements will be 12J inches thick when fully com- 
pressed, and will be laid in 3 courses, the two lower courses each being 
0 inches thick when compressed and the top course one half inch. 

2. The space over which the pavement is to be laid will be excavated 
to the depth of IliA inches below the top line of the proposed new pave- 
ment when fully compressed. Should there be any spongy material or 
vegetable matter in the bed thus prepared, all such material will be 
removed and the space tilled with clean gravel or sand. Oiire must be 
taken in excavating to preserve the proper crown parallel to the sur- 
face of the street when completed ; all holes and inequalities to be 
filled to a proper level with sand or gravel only, such filling to be well 
and faithfully compacted by rolling or ramming, and the entire road- 
bed will be thoroughly compacted by rolling and ramming so as to pre- 
sent a smooth and regular surface. 

3. On this bed the metal for the first course will be spread in a uni- 
form layer of such thickness as to give a depth of G inches when thor- 
oughly compacted. This layer will then be compacted by rolling, and 
ramming in such places as the roller cannot reach ; the roller will either 
be a steam-roller or horse-roller, its weight being not less then 5,000 
pounds, and its width such that the weight per inch of run will be nofc 
less than 125 pounds. The District will furnish, if desired, a suitable 
roller, weighing about 10,500 pounds, made of iron with grooves, and 
requiring 5 or G horses for its proper use according to grade. The roll- 
ing will be continued until the stone cease to sink under the roller or 
to creep in front of it; the amount of rolling will be not less than ten 
hours to each 1,000 yards of surface. 

4. The second course of metal will be spread on the first course in a 
uniform layer of the same depth as before, and after being thoroughly 
wet, either by hose or a sprinkling cart, will be rolled and rammed in 
precisely the same manner and to the same extent as the first course. 

5. The size of metal in the first and second courses will be such that 
it will pass through a ring 2£ inches in diameter, i. e., the largest dimen- 
sion of any stone must not exceed 2J inches. Any stone larger than 
this will be absolutely rejected, and must be either removed from the 
street or rebroken to proper size by the contractor. The material for 
the top course will be small pebbles thoroughly screened from clay and 
earthy matter, and varying in size from one-eighth to three fourths of 
«n inch in their largest dimensions, or it may be composed of the finer 
Particles of stone obtained by screening the stone for the lower courses. 
These 

particles of stone will be of the same size as the pebbles above 
mentioned. Stone dust will not be used for a top course. 
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6. The material for the top course will be spread upon the second 
coarse in a uniform layer one inch in thickness, and, after being thor- 
oughly wet by means of a hose or sprinkling cart, will be rolled and 
rammed in the same manner and to the same extent as the first and 
second courses. 

7. The stone for the first and second courses must be of a hard and 
compact texture and uniform .main. Blue lock (gneiss), trap, granite, 
rlint (quartz), and the harder varieties of limestone will be accepted. 
Bidders will submit with their bids samples of the stone which they 
propose to furnish, and all stone which does not equal the sample in 
quality and size will be rejected. The stone must have on all sides a 
rough surface obtained by fracture. Water-worn pebbles and broken 
cobble stones will not be accepted. The stone preferred is the harder 
variety of compact gneiss found on certain portions of Bock ('reck. 
Piney Branch. Broad Branch, and other streams north of the Boundary. 

Disintegrated and weather-worn stones from the surface of the quarry 
will not be accepted. If desired, the stone can be obtained from the 
shafts of the new aqueduct at Cham plain avenue. Bock Creek, ami 
Foundry Branch. It will be furnished to the contractor at those points 
free of charge and already broken to a size containing about 1 cubic 
foot. 



Appendix No. 13. 
SPECIFICATIONS FOR SEWER Work. 



TRENCHES. 



1. The ground shall be excavated in open trenches to the necessary 
width and depth, that portion formed for the invert of the sewer to be 
excavated to the exact external form and dimensions of the same, 
should the nature of the ground so allow. If the soil be of improper 
nature for a foundation, it shall be removed to such depth and width 
and m such manner as the Engineer Commissioner may direct, and 
other material deposited in its place, which will be paid for as extra 
wor k . 

2. All irregularities, however, otherwise caused in the bottom and 
sides ot the trench below the center of the sewer shall be filled to the 
required form with hydraulic cement concrete, made as herein specified, 
at the expense of the contractor. 

3. Bracing and shoring shall be used when the same may be neces- 
sary to prevent slipping or caving of the sides of the trench; but no al- 
lowance will be made therefor; in all cases the timber and planking are 
It ZV n0 ^l 1,1 su ? h ma *n«rasto prevent the slipping or caving of 
Z J work progresses, unless otherwise ordered by the Engi- 
slmrinc? n !

5. Should running sand, quicksand* or other treacherous ground be 
encountered, the work shall be pushed with the utmost vigor, and be 
carried on day and night, should the Engineer Commissioner so require. 

(i. The excavations shall be kept free from water during the construc- 
tion of the work; no concrete or other work will be allowed to be laid 
in water, and no allowance for pumping or otherwise removing the 
water will be paid, and all slides or caving of the sides of the trenches 
or cuts will be removed at the cost of the contractor. 

7. The backfilling over and about the sewers shall be done with 
especial care. It must be brought up evenly on both sides of the 
sewer to the top of the arch in layers not exceeding 4 inches in depth 
and thoroughly rammed, the operation requiring three rammers to one 
shoveler. 

The contractor will be responsible for all after settlement over the 
line of the trench, as hereinafter provided. 

8. The surface of the street or sidewalk shall be left in as good con- 
dition as before the commencement of the work, the proper material 
being reserved for this purpose. 

!>. The contractor will replace all pavements disturbed, excepting as- 
phalt or concrete pavements, which will be relaid by the District. If, 
however, such pavements should be injured by the contractors outside 
the limits prescribed for the trenches, the cost of restoring such excess 
will be charged against the contractor and deducted from any amounts 
found due, and he will be required at his own expense to maintain the 
ground surface of the pavement over the line of trench with the best 
material available from the excavation, until such time as the pavement 
is relaid. The cost of subsequent repairs of all pavements (whether re- 
laid in the lirst instance by the District or by the contractor) or of any 
other work, made necessary within the period for w hich this w T ork is 
guaranteed, by after settlement in the tilling of the trenches, will be 
charged against the ten per centum retained and invested, as provided 
in paragraph seven of the general conditions hereto attached, and it is 
expressly agreed that this fund shall be subject to the control of the 
Commissioners of the District of Columbia for this purpose. 

10. The material from the trenches and that used in the construc- 
tion of the work shall be so deposited as not to endanger the work 
or unnecessarily obstruct public travel, and so that free access may 
be had at all times to all fire-plugs and water-gates in the vicinity of 
the work. The surplus earth as hereinafter indicated will be the prop- 
erty of the contractor and must be disposed of by him. 

On the northeast Boundary sewer the surplus earth hauled away 
will be measured at 90 per cent, of the actual displacement of the sewer, 
and will be hauled to such places along the line of the work as may be 
directed by the Engineer Commissioner. Average haul about d,uuu 
feet. . 

For removing the surplus earth on this sewer a separate price will 
be paid; but on all other sewers this item will be included in the price 
per foot paid for the sewer. 

SEWER. 

1. The sections of the various sewers are to be made in strict conform- 
ity with the drawings furnished by the Engineer Commissioner, and tne 
line and levels given by the duly authorized assistant, and the dnec- 
tions given from time to time by the Engineer Commissioner or his 
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agents. The work is subject to such modifications as may be necessary 
daring its progress; and in no case will any work in excess of the plans 
and specification 8 be paid for unites ordered in writing by the Engineer 
Commissioner. Water-tight work is required, and. to secure tin's, none 
bat the best quality of material of the several descriptions shall be 
used. All work shall be done by skilled workmen in the various de- 
partments of the same. Proper molds, centers, ami forms will In* fur- 
nished and kept iii good condition by the contractor. 

2. All railroads, water, sewer, and pis pipes across or near the work 
shall be supported daring the construction of the work under or near 
them, so as not to interfere with or delay the use of said railroads or 
the How of water, gas, or sewerage ; all at the expense of the contractor. 

The existing sewera in Boundary and other streets, shown on the 
drawings in the office of the Engineer Commissioner, must be protected 
and secured against damage by and at the expense of the contractor. 

3. The connections of intercepted sewers and catch- basin connections 

with the new sewers will be made according to the plans and directions 
given by the Engineer Commissioner, and the cost of said connections 
included in tin* price per toot for new sewers. The connections with 
new basin a will he paid for at a separate price. The connections with 
sewers will generally he made with curves having a radius of not less 
than thirty feet. Drops lor the dry weather tlow are to he built in the 

Boundary and O streei sewers, not exceeding three. These will conform 
to the drawing on tile in the office of the Engineer Commissioner, and 

the cost of the same will be included in the price paid for those sewers. 



BRICK-WORK. 



1. The best quality of whole new bricks, burned hard entirely through, 
free from injurious cracks, with true even faces, ami with a crushing 
Strength of not less than 5,000 pounds per square inch, will be used, 
and must be thoroughly wet by immersion immediately before laying. 
Every brick is required to be laid in full mortar joints, on bottom, sides 
and ends, which for each brick is to be performed by one operation. In 
no case is the joint to he made by working in mortar after the brick has 
been laid. Every second course will be laid with a line, and joints will 
not exceed three-eighths of au inch. The brick-work of the arches shall 
be properly bonded and keyed as directed by the Engineer Commis- 
sioner. No portion of the brick-work will be' laid dry and afterwards 
grouted. 

2. Terra cotta junction blocks will be built into the arch of the 
brick sewers, and Y branches laid in the pipe sewers at such places as 
are shown on the plan or are indicated by the Engineer Commissioner. 
These will be furnished the contractor free of c >st, and are to be built 
into the sewers, and the ends projecting from the concrete foundation 
closed with brick and cement by and at the expense of the contractor. 

MANHOLES. 

* 

1. Brick manholes will be constructed in the sewers at intervals 
of 150 to 200 feet. They are to be of form ami dimensions shown on 
the drawings. Manholes in sewers over 5 feet in vertical height 
will spring Iron, one side of the arch of the sewer; in smaller sewers 
from the top of the arch. 

Manholes are to be fitted with cast-iron frames and covers in dimen- 
sions, weight, and quality similar to those now used in Washington, 
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the drawings of which are on file in the office of the Engineer Commis- 
sioner. 

2. The iron is to be sound, free from imperfections, and thoroughly 
cleaned. Bach manhole will be furnished with wrought-iron steps built 
into the brick-work, conveniently arranged to allow access to the sewer. 

The manhole covers on the Boundary and O street sewers will be of 
the large pattern, o feet diameter; all others, the small pattern ordi- 
narily used. 

3. Lateral sewer and receiving-basin connections will be built into the 
manholes whenever required. 

RECEIVING BASINS. 

1. Receiving basins will be built wherever shown on the plans or 
ordered by the Engineer Commissioner. They will conform to the draw- 
ings, will be built with care, and be made perfectly water-tight by plas- 
tering the interior with neat hydraulic cement one-half inch in thickness. 

2. The tops of the basins will be covered with granite or blue- 
stone heads set level with the sidewalk; the stones composing the 
tops will be rebated to receive a cast-iron cover similar to those now 
in use in Washington. 

.">. Connections of basins with the sewers will be made with 12-inch 
or 15-inch pipes of terra eotta, laid in cement concrete, as required for 
the sewer pipes. 

MORTAR. 

1. Mortar, wherever used in this work, will be composed of cement 
and dry sand, in the proportion of 300 pounds of cement and 2 barrels 
of loose sand, thoroughly mixed dry, and a sufficient quantity of water 
afterwards added to form a rather stiff paste; it will be used within 
an hour after mixing, and not at all if once set. 

2. Cement shall be of the best quality, freshly burned, and equal in 
every respect to the Bound Top or Shepardstown cement, manufactured 
upon the formula of this office, capable of being worked for twenty 
minutes in mortal- without loss of strength, and will be tested in such 
manner as the Engineer Commissioner may direct. It will have a ten- 
sile strength, as follows, when mixed with water and allowed to set for 
twenty- lour hours, then immersed in water until taken out for testing 
at the expiration of one week thereafter: 

» I'ouuds. 

F^eat cement, per square inch * ^ 

One part ceiueni and one part sand, per square inch »6 

One part cement and two parts sand, per square inch %2 

One part cement ami three parts sand, per square inch 1^ 

3. Sand used shall be clean, sharp, free from loam, vegetable matter, 
or other dirt, and capable of giving the above results with the cement. 

4. Water used shall be fresh and clean, free from earth, dirt, or sew- 
erage. 

5. Tight mortar boxes shall be provided by the contractor, and no 
mortar shall be made excepting in such boxes. 

<>. The proportions given are intended to form a mortar in which every 
particle of sand shall be enveloped by the cement, and this result must 
be attained to the satisfaction of the Engineer Commissioner and under 
his direction. 

7. The thorough mixing and incorporation of all materials will be in. 
sisted upon, preferably by machine labor; but if done by hand labor 
H. Ex. 1, pt. 6 10 
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the drv cement and sand will be turned over and mixed with shovels by 
skilled workmen not less than six times before the water is added. 
Alter adding the water, the paste will again be turned over and mixed 
with shovels by skilled workmen not less than three times before it is 
used. 

CONCRETE. 

1 Concrete will be composed of mortar proportioned and mixed as 
before described, to which will be added broken stone in such propor- 
tion that the resultant mass will contain for every 300 pounds of cement 
two barrels of loose dry sand and five barrels of broken stone or hard 

brick. , . , A . 

2. The stone or brick will be added immediately after mixing the 
mortar, being first completely drenched with water, but containing no 
loose water in the heap. 

The whole mass shall be thoroughly turned over and mixed until 
every particle of broken stone is completely covered with mortar, 
using only sufficient water to insure the proper incorporation of the 
ingredients. 

If not mixed by machinery, the concrete material will be turned over 
and mixed with shovels by skilled workmen, upon a water-tight plat- 
form of sufficient size, not less than four times before it is used. 

3. Broken stone or brick shall consist of angular fragments ot 
sound durable stone or brick, broken preferably by the crusher or 
roller, not exceeding H inches in their greatest dimension, and will 
be thoroughly treed from dust and dirt by screening or winnowing. 
After the latter operation it will not be deposited or handled except 
upon clean boards. 

4. The proportions given are intended to form a concrete in which 
the cement mortar shall be sufficient to fill all the void Spaces with 
mortar in excess. If from imperfect mixing or other cause it shall 
appear to the Engineer Commissioner that such a result is not at- 
tained, the proportion of broken stone or brick will be adjusted to 
his satisfaction without extra compensation. If it should be found 
that the stone is so proportioned that the mortar is considerably in 
excess of the amount required to fill the void spaces, the proportion 
of stone will be increased, but only upon the written order of the En- 
gineer Commissioner. 

5. Each batch of concrete will be rapidly mixed and spread in layers 
not exceeding 0 inches in thickness, and will be at once thoroughly 
compacted \j\ ramming until free mortar appears on the surtace. 

6. The concrete will not he allowed to be passed down to its place W 
a shute, but must be deposited so as to retain the mortar evenly in- 
corporated with the stone and free from foreign matter of any kind. 

7. The whole operation of mixing and laying each batch will be per- 
formed as expeditiously as possible, with the use of machinery or oi B 
sufficient number of skilled men. 

<S. The concrete will be accurately laid to the prescribed section by 
the use of proper templates or forms, and in ease anv of the sewer 
arches are built of concrete instead of brick, the contractor will be re- 
quired to prepare the centers so that the concrete will not adhere to 
them, and so that when removed the intrados of the arch will present 
a perfectly smooth finished surface. If necessary, the intrados will be 
plastered with cement mortar. 

9. Concrete will be allowed to set at least 24 hours before any work 
or back filling shall be put upon it, and no walking over or work ng 
thereon will be allowed during such time. 
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SEWER PIPE. 



1. Sewer pipe will be circular, vitrified stoneware, or terra cotta sewer 
pipe, of the dimensions specified, and laid in a bed of hydraulic cement 
concrete, as shown in the sections on file in the office of the Engineer 
Commissioner. 

2. For sewers with half pipe inverts the pipe will be carefully divided 
longitudinally in halves, and laid in place by being imbedded in mortar 
composed of one part best quality fresh Portland cement, and one and 
a half part clean sharp sand, mixed and used as required for cement 
mortar. The bed for the pipe will be formed one-half inch in thickness 
entirely around the pipe, the joints fully flushed, and the cut edge of 
the pipe covered by the mortar, with the mortar flushed up to the brick- 
work, as shown in the drawings. The Portland cement must have a 
tensile strength of 250 pounds per square inch when mixed with water 
only, and live days after setting. 



STONE BLOCKS FOR INVERTS. 



The invert of sewers larger than 4 by 6 feet will be laid with stone 
blocks, as shown in the sections. The blocks will be laid with full joints 
in Portland cement mortar of the quality and mixed in the manner 
above specified. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

1. The junction of different diameters of new sewers will be made 
with conical sections 10 feet or more in length, retaining the slope of 
Tli*- arch of the sewers. 

2. The ends of all sewers, except at their discharge, will be securely 
closed with brick masonry laid in cement mortar, as prescribed for 
brickwork. 

3. Ln the completion of the sewers, they shall be thoroughly cleaned 
out before acceptance. 

4. The contractor shall furnish the inspectors with proper means and 
facilities for weighing the cement in barrels and the barrels after being 
emptied, and for measuring the sand, broken bricks, and broken stone. 

5. All quantities of work and material to be paid for \yill be measured 
and determined by the Engineer Commissioner and his assistants, ac- 
cording to the plans and working lines which may be given, and the 

specifications. . , . . . - 

6. All material furnished and all work done which, m the opinion ot 
the Engineer Commissioner, shall not be in accordance with these 
specifications, shall be removed within twenty-four hours after written 
notice from the Engineer Commissioner by and at the expense of the 
contractor: or, in case of his failure to do so, it will be removed by the 
Engineer Commissioner, and the cost will be charged to the contractor 
and deducted from the amount due or which may become due the con- 
tractor. . . 

7. Material to be furnished by the District (consisting of sewer pipe, 
branches, junction blocks, and stone blocks) will be delivered to the 
contractor on the wharf or at one of the property yards of the District, 
and will i>e hauled to the work by the contractor. It will be considered 
as a cash payment in addition to the contract ivates, and 10 per cent of 
its value will be retained, as provided by law. See paragraph o of the 
general conditions hereunto appended. 

8. The contractor will be required to refill trenches, remove surplus 
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material or supplies, and restore the streets to their original condition 
with all possible promptness; also to maintain suitable bridges over 
trenches at street crossings in such manner as to accommodate travel 
on foot or by vehicle, all to the satisfaction of the Engineer Commissioner 
and as he shall direct. All lights necesaary for properly lighting the 
trenches, or other obstructions to travel, must l>e maintained at the ex- 
pense and risk of the contractor.

WORKHOUSE LABOR. 

Gangs of workhouse prisoners were employed under police surveil- 
lance in cleaning filthy gutters, alleys, streets, &c., and in draining 
ponds, filling dangerous holes, &c, for which no regular appropriation 
of money was available. 

The employment of this labor was, as heretofore, on such work as 
would have remained undone for want of money to pay for doing it. 

Besides the numerous holes, ditches, ponds, &c, cleaned or drained

Railroad, track, and dump cars were provided for by appropriation, and 
were used by another and larger gang of these prisoners in grading 
streets in the vicinity of the workhouse, under the direction of Mr. W. 
H. Stoutenburgh, intend ant of the Washington Asylum. 

During the year 16,035 days' labor was expended on the work, and 
Pennsylvania avenue was graded from Thirteenth to Seventeenth 
streets; also G street, from Pennsylvania avenue to Fourteenth street, 
and Fourteenth street, from Pennsylvania avenue to G street southeast. 

In doing this work it became necessary *to lay sewer pipe to drain 
streets north of the fill, and condemned pipe was furnished for the work, 
and was laid by these laborers. Six hundred and seventy-eight feet of 
'•>-incli sower pipe was laid. 

J lie present sanitary condition of the city is in a great measure due 
to the work done by this force, especially in the outlying and unim- 
proved parts,

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ALLEYS. 

Of the repairs to cobble pavementa and flagging, there were laid in 
■Hers 8,891 sqoaw! yardsof cobble pavement and 5,94« feel of flagging 

during the year. • Af ... , . 

Yet notwithstanding this amount of repairing, Mr. Hinds, inspector 
of aBev cleaning, reports abont 8,000 yards requiring to be relaid, in 
order to properly dean tbe Alleys as well as to prevent water collecting 
in pools and becoming stagnant In many of the alleys the travel is 
Terv beiw and, being narrow, wagons and carts are compelled to go 
over tbe same track, or varying from it only a few inches, causing the 

pobblca to become loosened. 

To keen tbe alleys paved with this material in good order, where used 
for business purposes, wfB require constant repairs, and it would seem 
to be true economy to pave such with granite blocks laid with tar con- 
crete in tbe joints! Tbe 90-foot alleys naed for heavy travel could have 
a strip in tbe center paved with the latter material of half the width of 
the alley. Thi> would reduce the cost of repairs materially, and in the 
end result in a saving to the District, to say nothing of improved sani- 
tary conditions. ■ 

LAI EE AL SEW ERS. 

Tbe work of lading pipe sewers in the past was in many instances 
very improperly done. No concrete was used to protect them, ami many 
of tbe joints are without bands or cement. Others have become displaced 
at tbe joints, and tree roots have entered and grown to such an extent 
to close tbe pipes entirely in many places. 

Tbe displacement of these roots has been attempted with bot indiflfer- 
Bat SBce ca s, Tbey have time and again been cut away as far as they 
could be reached by tbe cutting apparatus, only to grow again and ren- 
der the relief but temporary. 

To give permanent relief requires that these pipe sewers be taken up 
and relaid. and to do this I would respectfully suggest that the appro- 
priatmo for cleaning and repairing lateral sewers and basins be increased 
in the sum of 16,000 for the next fiscal year. 

Tne appropriation for the ordinary repairing of lateral sewers and 
trapN. a- well as tbe cleaning, remains the same as in years past, not- 
withstanding the great increase in the length of small sewers and in 
tbe number of rrap^ and drops, and is insufficient to meet the expense 
of relaying tbe root-obstructed laterals.

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REPORT OF THE HEALTH OFFICER. 



Gentlemen: The following statements present, in detail, the opera- 
tions of the health department for the year ending June 30, 1885. 

The usual introductory |statements in tabular form (Tables A, B, and 
C) indicate a slightly increased mortality, as compared with the state- 
ments for the year 1SS4, and yet they show this increase to bave oc- 
curred in that class of diseases which in the light of the present day is 
not controlled by the efforts of the hygienists or those engaged in sani- 
tary reform. A decrease is shown in the zymotic, or preventable class, 
and the increase in deaths stands accredited mainly to the local class ; 
1,9G8 deaths from diseases of this kind being recorded, as against 1,757 
for the year preceding. 

These statements are so concise as to hardly need explanation. The 
mean death rate per 1,000 per annum during a period of ten years stands 
at 24.38, and the annual death rate for the past year at 24.99. An increase 
of .26 in the number of deaths, as compared with last year, is shown 
without taking into consideration any increase in the population j and 
when we take into consideration the absolute accuracy of our registra- 
tion of deaths, as compared with many other cities of the country, I 
think we have every reason to congratulate ourselves.

The following is a synopsis of the work performed in the various 
branches of the service during the year: 

There were 16,568 nuisances reported and abated; 21,841j pounds of 
meat, 110,636 pounds of fish, 11,772 bushels of fruit and vegetables, 
2,215 bushels of oysters, 58,228 clams, and 190,744 crabs condemned as 
unfit for food. 

Examination and reports were made on 1,666 citizens' complaints, 
1,314 official letters written, 1,500 official notices were issued, 49 cases 
were referred to the attorney, and 43 to the chemist for action. 

There were 3,378 animals impounded, and the contractor for the re- 
moval of offal took away 8,870 dead animals, and 13,930 tons of garbage, 
and 23,827 barrels of night-soil. 

The physicians to the poor treated 15,211 patients, of which number 
4,092 were white and 10,519 were colored. 

There were 5,095 burial permits of all kinds issued, and 502 orders 
issued for burials at the public expense. 

There were 1,385 inspections of plumbing work made, and 315 inspec- 
tions of houses made in which there was no drainage but yards were 
connected with sewers. 
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One hundred and seventy-six transcripts from the records of births, 
marriages, and deaths were furnished applicants, and 30 permits issued 
for obstruction of travel on streets on account of serious illness of resi- 
dents. 

NUISANCES. 

Tables A and B are presented in the usual form, and furnish in de- 
tail the information respecting the abatment of nuisances during the 
year and for the past five years, respectively. 

' The totals in Table B show a gradual decrease in the number of 
Duisances reported during the years 1880, 1881, and 1882, and a like in- 
crease during 1883, 1884, and 1885. 

This decrease and increase appears mainly in privy nuisances, and is 
probably accounted for by reason of the large increase in recent years 
of small houses in the suburbs and off the line of sewers.

Ashes and garbage. — I have connected these two headings (accredited 
to which we find 1,24.3 nuisances) for the purpose of again calling 
special attention to the necessity for the collection and removal of ashes 
at the public expense, and the feasibility of combining the removal of 
ashes with the removal of garbage. The existing contract for collection 
and removal of garbage expires on the 1st of July, 18SG. At that time 
a new contract must be made providing for this 'service, and it should 
provide for the daily collection of both ashes and garbage, and the 
removal of this offal beyond the limits of the District of Columbia. An 
increase in the price paid at present will, < >f course, be demanded. We 
cannot tell, of course, what the proposals will be to do the work of col- 
lecting and removing both ashes and garbage daily, but I think at least 
double the amount now appropriated should bVasked. The present 
contractor is only required to remove garbage tri weekly during the 
summer and semi-weekly during the winter months. The increase to 
a daily service is necessary, and, with the addition of the work of re- 
moving ashes, I think the labor can be performed with a anifori force 
the year round. Accumulations of garbage always largely decrease in 
the winter, at which time the accumulations of ashes are* the largest, 
while in summer it is vice versa. A wagon carrving twelve barrels 
would in the winter collect probably nine barrels* of ashes and three 
ol garbage, while in the summer this would be about reversed. The 
contract should only contemplate the collection and removal of ashes 
made from and after the 1st of July, as it would be an impossibility to 
collect and remove the present accumulations, even if $30,000 were 
appropriated for this purpose alone. 

I he contract should be made for a term of not less than five years, 
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which will require that authority be obtained from Congress. It will 
not do to let this contract for one year, as the outlay for wagons, horses 
steamboats, &c, is too large to justify the contractor in taking the 
work on an uncertainty for one year, unless a very high figure be ob- 
tained. 

Alleys.— In 220 cases alleys were reported as in filthy condition. 
There is a growing inclination on the part of property owners to utilize 
the ground facing on our large alleys for the construction of small 
houses tor the use of the working classes, and where sewerage is af- 
forded this always results in a sanitary improvement of the thorough- 
lares. This tendency on the part of the land-owners to build up the 
alleys should be taken into consideration by the engineer department 
in its extension of the sewerage system, and wherever it can be done 
sewers should be laid the full length of the main alley in each square. 

1 think the care of the cleaning of alleys should be placed in the 
hands of the health department. 

Defective drainage. — A decrease of 25 per cent, in this class of nui- 
sances is shown by the table, there being 305 cases reported, as against 
404 for the year preceding. This decrease is in a large measure due to 
the extension of the sewerage system. This work of completing the 
sewerage system, now being pushed rapidly forward by the engineer 
department, will soon place a remedy for all drainage defects in the 
hands of the authorities. 

House nuisances. — Under the three heads of u Houses, filthy," ''Houses 
unfit for human habitation," and " Houses, no privy," we find 132 nui- 
sances recorded, an increase of 36 as compared with 1884. 

For the past live years I have been urging that action be taken to 
secure legislation such as will cover the deficiency in the health ordi- 
nances caused by the non-legalization of section 9, relating to house nui- 
sances. 

Unless there is good reason to believe that the long looked for codi- 
fication of the laws of the District will be accomplished at the ap- 
proaching session of Congress, J would ask that a bill be prepared and 
presented providing power for the health department in cases such as 
referred to in the section above spokeu of. 

liable manure.— -The, collection and removal of stable manure is a 
subject which has received considerate attention at the hands of the de- 
partment. Stable manure is very valuable for application to land as 
a fertilizer, and the authorities of cities should, of course, encourage 
a8 far as possible the efforts to return it to the soil, that it may aid in 
the production of crops. The main trouble is that at certain seasons of 
the year the farmers and gardeners are too busy with ot her work to at- 
tend to the removal of manure, and it must accumulate in the cities 
until such time as they are ready to handle it. The question we have 
to deal with is just how to provide for these accumulations and prevent 
their becoming nuisances injurious to health. I am of the opinion tnat 
this can be accomplished by the designation of certain points tor tne 
receipt and storage of the material, these places to be convenient to 
shipping and under control of the health authorities. 

There were 399 nuisances reported as resulting from manure heaps 
during the year 

Sewer.tr4».-Xo device baa as yet bee,, obtained for cleaning the 
<'f <il> -basins at the street corners by pneumatic process, ^•"■W! 
of the present process have been received several times during the 
year. I wou ld again call attention to this subject, as also to the loca 
t'on of manholes with the perforated cover.

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UNWHOLESOME POOD CONDEMNED. 

The quantity and kind of food products condemned as unwholesome 
during the year is set forth in the tabular statements Tables 0 and I). 

Compared with the year 1884 the increase in condemnation of meats 
aggregates 1,281 pounds; in poultry, 2,325 pounds, and in game 50 per 
eeut. A decrease in the condemnations of fruits and vegetables is ac- 
counted for in the decreased supply, caused by the dry weather of the 
spring and early summer.

THE POUND SERVICE. 

The work of impounding domestic animals has progressed satisfacto- 
rily during the year, and all the facts relating to this service are set 
forth in Tables (J and H. The taking up of large animals, such as 
horses, mules, and cows, is constantly on the decrease, while the num- 
ber of dogs captured has slightly increased during the past two years. 

There were 3,052 dogs killed during the year, an increase of 1,512 
over the year preceding.

THE INDIGENT SICK. 

A slight decrease in the number of patients treated by the physicians 
to the poor is exhibited in Table I, the number being 15,211, as against 
16,121 for the year 1884. There were 5,022 white persons treated in 
1884, and 4,092 in 1885. The colored persons treated in 1884 numbered 
11,099, and in 1885 10,519. The number of visits made last year was 
21,160: the number of office consultations, 4,204 The cost of medi 
cines furnished aggregated $2,911.75.

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THE INSPECTION OF PLUMBING. 

The following report of the inspector of plumbing shows that the work 
of this officer has increased largely during the year. While I cannot 
commend too highly the zeal and industry of the inspector and his as- 
sistant, and take pleasure in testifying to the large quantity of work 
performed at the expense of hard and continuous labor, yet I must 
reiterate what I said last year in regard to the unsatisfactory condition 
of the office work. As I said in my last annual report, one of the ob- 
jects in view when the system of inspections was inaugurated was that 
of securing such a record that, in after years, a citizen might come into 
the office and obtain a perfect statement, in outline, of the drainage 
system of any house which he might then occupy or desire to secure. 
' The tiling of plans, as provided in section (> of the regulations, should 
be strictly enforced in every case, and the inspector should be provided 
with every facility for their safe-keeping and ready reference. 

Indexes, according to either street or square, should be made, and a 
blank form be provided for plans, that they may be preserved in uni- 
form shape. The older these records become the more valuable they 
will be, and there should be no delay in perfecting the system of secur- 
ing them full and complete in good form. 

The inspector should be able to inform us in his report, not alone the 
fact that he has made a number of inspections and that the plumbing- 
work has been done well, but the character of the building's, the loca- 
tions where the greater portion of the work lias been performed, the 
proportion of iron and earthen pipe used, the plans filed, and all the 
other information which a perfect record should show. 

It is an impossibility for the inspector to give proper tnne and atten- 
tion to his legitimate duties and also attend to the > office work properly. 
He should have a clerk to attend to this work,and I w^di^i^end 
mend that an appropriation of $1,000 or $1,200 be asked for this pur- 

Tfully agree with the inspector respecting the advisability of cer- 
tain restrictions in regard to the registration of plumbers.

The remarkable growth of our city is evidenced by ^ t t he increasing in- 
compared with the previous year. This continued ^P 1 ^ lumber ' 8 , an d the cheerful 
terest manifested in their work by most of our master j 
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co-operatiou of our citizens who properly understand the benefits derived from the 
improved system of drainage and plumbing, convinces me that we are making more 
rapid progress and accomplishing more permanent good than has been done in any 
other cit\ f in the United States where regulations governing plumbing and house 
drainage have been promulgated. . , . ah . 

I arn satisfied that the sense of security that foreign investors have m the sufficiency 
of our building and sanitarv regulations has largely influenced investments. While 
our population is increasing without parallel in any eastern city, the bugbear cry of 
Washington malaria is only feebly l isped by an occasional unfledged correspondent of 
some extremely rural newspaper;' and the fact that we have a delightful city of broad 
avenues, miles of thrifty young shade trees, the best streets, a genial climate, ami 
enlightened health ami' building regulations fairly enforced, is generally admitted. 
In all my previous reports I have urged such legislation as might be necessary to secure 
inspection of the drainage and plumbing in old houses, and 1 have now to emphasize 
mv former recommendations, as the necessity of such official inspection, in order to 
secure healthful conditions in our numerous hotels, apartments, ami boarding-houses, 
is conspicuous. The population of Washington is probably more than any other city 
largely made up of people who live in hotels and boarding-houses, or in rented houses 
or apartments, and the Government should legislate to secure the public health by 
providing for and requiring frequent official inspections and reoorded reports of all 
buildings ottered for rent, as well as of boarding-houses and hotels. I am aware that 
the argument that such legislation is incompatible with our institutions has been ad- 
vanced, yet I have an impression that a state must provide preventive and suppressive 
measures against disease and epidemics, even to the extent of reaching to their initial 
points, which are frequently the house drains. People who rent houses, a* well as 
prospective purchasers, make large demands upon my time for the inspection of 
premises for which they are negotiating, and the had conditions frequently discovered 
warrant my appeal for legislative action. The present ordinances of the Health 
Department requiring that all passages into sewers should be trapped does not remedy 
the evil. The terra cotta drains under the houses, leaking at every joint and polluting 
the soil, and the old pan water-closets loaded with exereniental tilth, located in hath 
rooms, and in dark, nn ventilated apartments under the stairways, must be rooted out. 
Better provision should be made for the flushing of pipes ami traps through which 
the solids pass from the house, am 1 for a proper ventilation of the entire drainage 
System. These are the evils which render most of our old houses unlit for habitation, 
and compel tenants, when they realize the extent of their danger, to seek new and 
healthy homes. 

During the past vear the number of " registered plumbers " has greatly increased. 
This has added much to the duties and responsibilities of my office, by reason ot the 
incompetency of some of the men on the list. I cannot too strongly urge that some 
reasonable restriction be placed upon the registration of plumbers, and 



to be no middle ground between the present unlimited license and examination foi 
qualifications of character and ability to conduct the operations of the trademost 
closely affecting the public health. As well almost let an uneducated person nito 
a drug store to compound for himself the dose prescribed by a painstaking and skill- 
ful physician, as to permit tin; ignorant, or worse, the dishonest botch, with the tools 
of a plumber to tamper with the house drains. I recommend the canceling of license 
where bad faith or had practices on the part of the ''registered plumbers" ta estab- 
lished, and examination and approval by a properly constituted board before issuing 
a license or permitting registration. 

The attention of architects and plumbers must again be called to the important 
subject of giving every aid to cleanliness by having plumbing fixtures exposedw 
light and air. As little wood-work* should be used as possible, so as'tO admit ot ire- 
quent and thorough scrubbing by housekeepers. . f , . 

My assistant has been active and vigilant, yet just and fair, in the exercise ot nw 
duties, and most valuable and reliable in all matters assigned to him. The work i 
progress in new houses has chiefly engaged his attention, and during the Beason to 
active building operations the demands for Inspections have been very exacting, 
fully engaging all his time. Since the duties of my office are becoming more ana 
more exacting, another inspector will be necessary, and the compensation of the as- 
sistant inspectors should at least be equal to the other inspectors of the Health v - 
partment. . 

My near official relations with the inspector of buildings continues to be very sat- 
isfactory and agreeable, and I desire to return thanks to the honorable Commissio 
ers and to the officers of the Engineer's Department for their hearty support in m> 
efforts to execute the duties of my office.

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MEDICAL SANITARY INSPECTION. 



The following report of the medical sanitary inspector illustrates the 
work of this officer during the year. 

His comments regarding the practice of midwifery in the District are 
worthy of most serious consideration. In fact, we stand badly in need 
of a law which shall not only contemplate regulating the practice of mid- 
wifery, but one of wider scope, providing for the regulation of the prac- 
tice of medicine and the suppression of quackery in all its forms. The 
statutes of the State of Illinois give us a wise example. We should 
secure reports of all cases of diseases of certain types, as provided in 
Brooklyn and other cities, and be thus enabled to ward off fatal results. 
I am confident that the authorities would obtain the hearty support of 
the medical profession in an attempt to secure legislation of this kind. 



REPORT OF THE MEDICAL SANITARY INSPECTOR. 



Sir: I have the honor of presenting the following report of duties performed and 
observation* mad.- by me as medical sanitary inspector during the fiscal year ending 

June 30, 1885. , c e 

Under the blessings of Providence we have been spared the appearance ot any ot 
those dreaded scourges which at irregular intervals are wont to come upon communi- 
ties, bringing alarm and suffering, paralyzing trade, and leaving ,in their path stricken 
hearts and desolate homes. The year has, therefore, been passed in duties of a routine 
character, such as the inspection of premises where zymotic diseases have occurred, 
investigating to ascertain the cause of death of persons dying without a physician in 
attendance, visiting vessels from foreign ports where cases of yellow fever had oc- 
curred, and ascertaining the propriety of closing streets on account of O"^™^ 
uess of residents, <fcc. Hut one case snspected of being small-pox was reported during 
the year, and this proved to be a false alarm. 

The following table has been prepared to show the relative mortality from measles 
scarlet fever, diphtheria, croup, typhoid fever, typho-malarial fe™r, »n dm W 
fevers during the nine years ending June 30, 1885. A glance at 
that the marked race difference of susceptibility, or at least mor^tyfrom scarlet 
fever, to which attention has been previously called, is still to be JjgJ^

It is deemed a matter of duty, even at the risk of tiresome repetition, to call atten- 
tion to the results of the practice <»1 midw ifery by Incompetent persons, to which al- 
lusion was made in the last annual report of this department. 

While there has been a noticeable improvement in the promptness with which birth 
returns are made and an increase in the number of persons admitting the n?ce«MtJ 
ami complying with the requirements of the law, yet the ratio of still-births to live 
births has increased. With the advance made of fate years in all that relates to the 
obstetrical art better results should be shown. The fact that 8.77 per cent, of the white 
and 12.53 of the colored confinements result in the delivery of a dead child. Is a com- 
mentary unfavorable alike on those who pretend to practice the mysteries oi mid- 
wifery and the intelligence of a community which will allow such a state of affairs 
to exist.

INSTRUCTIONS AS TO DISINFECTION. 

The following instructions as to disinfection, and tlie best agents to 
employ for the purpose, are taken from the report of the committee 
appointed for that purpose by the American Public Health Association, 
consisting of George M. Sternberg, M. D., surgeon U. S. Army, Fello* 
by courtesy in Johns Hopkins University; Joseph H. Raymond, M.J*j 
commissioner of health of the city of Brooklyn, N. Y. ; Charles Smart, 
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M. D., surgeon U. 8. Army, member National Board of Health- Victor 
C. Vaugban, M. D., Ph. I)., member Michigan State board of health- 
A. R. Leeds, M. I)., member New Jersey State board of health; W. ll! 
Watkins, M. I)., medical director of the auxiliary sanitary association 
Of New Orleans; and George II. liohe, M. D., Baltimore. 
This information is of great value and should be carefully studied. 

The experimental evidence recorded in this report seems to justify the following 

conclusions: 

The most useful agents for the destruction of spore-containing infectious material 

are : 

1. Fire. — Complete destruction by burning. 

2. Steam underpressure — 110° C. (230° Fabr.) — for ten minutes. 
:;. Boiling in water for one hour.* 

4. Chloride of limeA — A 4 per cent, solution. 

5. Mercuric chloride* — A solution of 1 : fiuO. 

For the destruction of infections material which owes its infecting power to the 
presence of micro organisms not containing spores, the committee recommends: 
1. Fire. — Complete destruction by burning. 
•J. Boiling in water half an hour. 
:;. Dry heat — 110° C. (230° Fahr.)— for two hours. 
4. Chloride of lime.) — One to 1 per cent, solution. 
... Solution of chlorinated toda.X — Five to 20 per cent, solution, 
li. Mercuric chloride.— A solution of 1:1,000 to 1:4,000. 

7. Sulphur dioxide. — Exposure for 12 hours to an atmosphere containing at least 4 
volumes per cent, of this gas, preferably in presence of moisture.^ 

8. Carbolic acid. — Two to 5 per cent, solution. 

'J. Sulphate of copper. — Two to f> per cent, solution, 
lu. Chloride of zinc. — Four t<> l" percent, solution. 

The committee would make the following recommendations with reference to the 
practical application of these agents for disinfecting purposes:

Furniture and articles of wood, leather, and }<orcelain.* — Washing, several times re- 
peated, with: (1) .Solution of mercuric chloride, 1 : 1,000 (the blue solution, four 
ounces'tothe gallon of water, may be used); (2) solution of chloride of lime, 1 per 
cent.; (:i) solution of carbolic acid, 2 per cent. 

For the person— The hands and general surface of the body of attendants, of the 
sick, and of convalescents at the time of their discbarge from hospital : {\ ) Solution 
of chlorinated soda diluted with nine parts of water (1 : 10) ; (2) carbolic acid, 2 per 
cent, solution ; (:5) mercuric chloride, 1 : 1,000— recommended only for the hands, or 
for washing away infectious material from a limited area, not as a bath for the en- 
tire surface of the body. 

For the dead— Envelope the body in a sheet thoroughly saturated with : (1) Chlo- 
ride of lime in solution, 4 per cent.'; (2) mercuric chloride in solution, 1:600; (3) < ar- 
holic acid in solution, 5 per cent. 

For the sick room and hospital vards.-(a) While occupied, wash all surfaces with: 
(1) Mercuric chloride in solution, 1 : 1,000 (the blue solution containing sulphate of 
copper may be used); (2) chloride of lime in solution, 1 per cent. ; (:}) carbolic acid 
in solution, 2 per cent. 

(b) When vacated: Fumigate w ith sulphur dioxide for 12 hours, burning 3 pounds 
of sulphur for every 1,000 cubic feet of air space in the room; then wash all surfaces 
with one of the above mentioned disinfecting solutions, ami afterward with soap and 
hot water; finally throw open doors and windows and ventilate freely. 



For merchandise and the mailsA 



The disinfection of merchandise and of the mails will only be required under excep- 
tional circumstances; free aeration will usually be sufficient, [i disinfection seems 
necessary, fumigation with sulphur dioxide, as recommended for woolen clothing, &c, 
will be the only practicable method of accomplishing it. 

Hags. 

(a) Rags which have been used for wiping away infectious discharges should at 
once be burned. 

(6) Rags collected for the paper makers during the prevalence of an epidemic BDO jJjj 
be disinfected before they are compressed in bales by : (1) Exposure to superheated 
steam (25 pounds pressure) for ten minutes. (2) Immersion in boiling water for halt 
an hour. 

(c) Rags in bales can only be disinfected by injecting superheated steam (50pound8 
pressure) into the interior of the bale. The apparatus used must insure the penetra- 
tion of the steam to every portion of the bale. 

Ships. 

(a) Infected ships at sea should be washed in every accessible place, and especially 
the localities occupied by the sick, with :— , , 

1. Solution of mercuric chloride 1 : 1,000 (the blue solution heretofore recommended 
may be used). 

2. Solution of chloride of lime 1 per cent. 
'A. Solution of carbolic acid 2 per cent. 

The bilge should be disinfected by the liberal use of a strong solution of mercuric 
chloride (the concentrated solution— " blue solution"— of this salt with cupric sul- 
phate may be used). 

(b) Upon arrival at a quarantine station an infected ship should at once be fumi- 
gated with sulphurous-acid gas, using three pounds of sulphur for every ijOW cn i _

tin order to secure penetration ofthe envelope by the sulphur dioxide, all mail m. 
ter should be perforated by a cutting stamp before' fumigating.

THE SUBUBBS OF WASHINGTON. 

« 

The rapid growth of Washington in recent years has been followed 
by an even greater corresponding increase in the population of its en- 
virons. 

Fortunately for ns, the probability of such an increase was taken into 
consideration when the health ordinances were being formulated, and 
the various sections of the laws relating to the public health provide 
for their enforcement either throughout the entire length and breadth 
of the District or are made applicable to the cities and their « more 
densely populated suburbs." 

Profiting by the experience of older cities in older countries, it has 
been deemed advisable to lay the ground work of preventing the pollu- 
tion of soil and water in the suburban and rural districts of the District 
ot Columbia by pointing out the dangers of following certain practices 
and the safety in being guided by sanitary laws. 

I have before me a quarto volume of tiOO pages, made up of reports 
presented between February, 1870, and December, 1883, by special medi- 
cal officers of health to the local government board of London, England, 
and all relating to endemic and epidemic outbreaks of zymotic disease 
in the suburban and rural sanitary districts coming under the control- 
ling power of that body. 

In these numerous reports the cause of the disease is uniformly traced 
to pollution of water, soil, or air by long continued disregard of sanitary 
laws. The English medical officers do not mince matters in speaking of 
insanitary conditions found to exist, and some of the pictures painted 
in these reports are simply horrible. It will probably be many years 
before the density of population here will compare with that of England, 
but it is not too early now to begin to throw out the safeguard against 
the possibility of such a history being written of the District of Colum- 
bia. 

With this end in view a systematic inspection has been made, and 
facts and figures are here presented relative to the present condition 
and the sanitary wants of eleven of our populated suburbs. 

The essentials to health are pure air, pure water, and pure food. In 
order that we may have the two former, it is absolutely necessary that 
fc «e soil about our dwellings shall be protected against every source of 
contamination. The soil exerts a direct influence on both air and water, 
and in a polluted soil we must expect to find both polluted air and pol- 
luted water. 

*A soil favored by nature with all the advantages required for a 
healthy site may become so impregnated with impurities as to be in tne 
highest degree prejudicial to health. It is the province of the sanitarian 
to guard against these dangers bv pointing out the means of their pre- 
vention, and bv suggesting the remedies when the evils have already 
occurred. 

Geologic formations.— Through the courtesy of Mr. W J McGee, of the

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United States Geological Survey, I am enabled to present some inter- 
esting geological tacts of much value in connection with this report. 

Before describing the geologic formations found in each of the suburbs 
enumerated, it may be well to describe briefly and in general terms the 
various formations found in the District of Columbia, and to summarize 
those physical characters <>f each which determine the circulation of 
underground water through them. 

Washington is located in a depression, or amphitheater, rising 20 to 
80 feet above tide, b^umb-d on the east, north, and southwest by bluffs 
rising 160 to 300 feet in altitude, and traversed by the Potomac River 
ami the Eastern Branch. Within this amphitheater, and rising about its 
periphery to an altitude of something* over a hundred feet, is a well de- 
fined deposit to which the name Columbia formation is applied by the 
Survey. It consists of loam or brick-clay above, and sand, gravel, or 
both combined, below, [ts thickness varies considerably, the upper 
member ranging from almost nothing to perhaps 20 to 30 feet, and the 
lower from perhaps 1 to 20 feet. The formation is more or less dis- 
tinctly stratified throughout, particularly in its lower division; and at 
the base ir often becomes a simple bed of bowlders and gravel without 
considerable admixture of finely commiuuted materials. By reason of 
its structure and position, under-round water circulates slowly through 
the upper portion, but freely through the lower |>ortiou of the forma- 
tion; and in both divisions the movement of underground water takes 
place more freely horizontally (or with the strata; than vertically (or 
through the strata). 

The most extensive formation in the District forms the surface cast 
of a line crossing the Potomac near Chain Bridge, and passing a little 
way west of Brightwood, except where it is cut through by, and the 
gneiss is exposed along the Potomac, Rock Creek, and a few minor 
streams, and where it is overlain by the Columbia formation. It is 
called the Potomac formation by the geologists of the Survey. It is 
made up of fine, homogeneous, plastic clay, sand of various degrees <>t* 
fineness, gravel, sometimes coarse and again line, and occasional bowlder 
beds, which materials are sometimes indiscriminately intermingled, but 
generally occur as distinct strata or beds somewhat irregular in alti- 
tude, but exhibiting a general inclination of a few degrees to the east- 
ward. J he strata composed of finer materials are sometimes impervious 
to water, but in general nnderground water circulates freely through 
the formation; and by reason of this pervious character, the purely 
mechanical origin of the material, and the long period throughout 
which the formation has been above sea level, the water circulating 
through the formation, when not contaminated by filth, is of excep- 
tional purity. The formation is known to extend from Baltimore to 
Washington, and thence southward through Fredericksburg and Rich- 
mond to Petersburg, Va.j and throughout this entire belt the water 

from wells excavated within it is noted for its excellence. As in the 
Columbia formation, water circulates more freely horizontally than 
vertically; and the general movement of the under-round water is iu 
tne direction ol the inclination of the strata, or to the eastward. The 
immediate base of the formation is frequently a bed of -ravel or bowld- 
ers oi exceptionable permeability. 

Beneath the Potomac formation, and sometimes immediately beneath 
tne Columbia formation, lie the various gneissoid, schistose, and green- 
stone rocks that may conveniently and compr, hensivelv be designated 
the gneiss. Phis rock generally exhibits an obscure bedding inclined 
at a high an^leto the westward ; 'but it is traversed by a series of joints 
cutting- the bedding planes at various angles, and through the two 
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classes of structure planes underground water circulates with equal 
readiness. This gneiss formation is of great geographic extent. It con- 
tinues westward from Washington, with only occasional interruptions, 
to the Oatoctin Mountains; northward it extends in a zone of variable 
width to the Delaware River in Eastern Pennsylvania; while southward 
the belt expands to a w idth of 150 miles and extends as far asKorthern 
Georgia and Alabama. When not contaminated by tilth of animal or 
vegetable origin, the water found in wells excavated in the gneiss forma- 
tion or issuing therefrom in springs, throughout the whole of its ex- 
tent, is soft, cold, clear and pure. 

W ith this general description of the formation of the District, the 
geologic structure at each of the suburbs enumerated can be intelligibly 
stated. 

SOIL POLLUTION. ' 

•Of all the forms of soil contamination, that by excremental matter 
is the most frequent, the most dangerous, and, in practice, the most 
difficult to prevent. This waste matter, discarded by the human economy 
as no longer useful for its purposes, and even hurtful to its vital actions, 
is offensive and repulsive to the senses, nature intimating thereby that 
its removal and transformation should be prompt and effectual. And 
experience has demonstrated clearly, by most ample and positive proof, 
the evil consequences of the neglect of this primitive sanative princi- 
ple. Nevertheless, this deleterious refuse matter is frequently suffered 
to remain near dwellings and wells, and to collect m cesspools and 
privies, whence it passes by leakage or soakage into the surrounding 
soil, polluting the very foundations of habitations, and the air \yhmh is 
drawn up into their apartments through the basement floors. It trickles 
into the neighboring wells that furnish the water supply, and is exhan a 
iron, the sod in the torn, of gaseous vapors. The same effects are pro- 
duced by fault v drain-pipes and faulty sewers . 

Dr. Simon f has described this common and deplorable neglect in the 

following terse sentences:

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By reference to this table it will be noticed that in the eleven suburbs 
named, there are 916 houses and 257 wells. Fourteen houses were found 
without privy accommodations; 44 unlawful privies or vaults were dis- 
covered; li2 privies either leaking or without proper receptacle for fcecal 
matter came under the eyes of the inspectors, and the water in 4 wells 
was found to be unfit for use. 

The sixteen diagrams following give the ground plan of the various 
villages, and the location of houses and wells and privies or vaults is 
clearly depicted. 

Mount Pleasant, — Diagrams A and B present the ground plan of 
Mount Pleasant. 

The locations of privies, bouses, &c, on these diagrams may not be 
exact, as subdivisions are constantly being made in the suburbs, but 
they approximate correctness as nearly as the judgment of the inspec- 
tor would reach in the absence of special surveys. The plans are the 
original. 

This suburb has 137 houses, 118 privies, and GO wells or cisterns. 
Forty-three unlawful privies or vaults were found, 3 privies either leak- 
ing or without box, and 4 foul well. 

At Mount Pleasant the Potomac formation forms the surface. Its thick- 
ness there has not been accurately ascertained, and is probably variable, 
but it must reach 25 or perhaps even 50 or more feet in thickness about the 
central part of the village. The village is located on part of a plateau 
of so slight surface slope that superficial drainage is imperfect, and the 
sands, gravels, and clays of the formation must be kept saturated with 
the water precipitated upon it, and this water accumulates* in part at 
the base of the formation and appears in the form of springs along the 
slopes toward Piney Branch and liock Creek north and west of the vil- 
lage. 

The diagrams are well worth study in connection with the foregoing 
description of the geologic formations. 

Meridian Hill.— This suburb contains 106 houses; has 103 privies, and 
20 wells; both topographically and geologically it is the homologue ot 
Mount Pleasant. 

Sherman's subdivision. — This suburb adjoins Mount Pleasant on tne 
south, and is, as was said of Meridian Hill, the homologue of the former 
in geological anil topographical formation. It contains only o houses 
at present ; has 6 privies and 2 wells. 

It is destined at an early day to become densely populated, antt tne 
following diagram will then become of both interest and value. 

Columbian College ground's.— The subdivision of the Columbian College 
grounds has also formed a densely populated suburb that promises to 
soon become a portion of the city proper. It lies just south o the two 
localities previously referred to, and there is no ^I^^^Mm 
the geologic formations. The lands now contain 20 houses^ 20 privies, 
and has sufficient water supply from the city mains to depend upon, 
there being but four wells. , . .

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Pleasant is built, save that the thickness of the Potomac formation is 
somewhat loss, and that 1 1 1 < * relations of rainfall to underground waters 
are also similar save that both superficial and sub surface drainage are 
more nearly perfect. The Potomac sands and gravels (for here there is 
little if any clay in the formation) reach a thickness of perhaps 20 or 30 
or possibly 40 feet, and beneath occurs the gneiss. With the present 
density (or rather sparseness) of population, the use of well water de- 
rived from this formation would doubtless be perfect ly safe : but it would 
be still safer to extend tin' wells to a somewhat greater depth into the 
gneiss, which there as elsewhere underlies the Potomac formation, and 
in which there can he but little contamination of the underground 
water. 

Pleasant Plains. — As at Mount Pleasant, only the Potomac formation 
is found here at the surface: but its thickness is considerably greater 
than there, averaging probably at least a hundred feet. Topograph- 
ically, this suburb is also built on a plateau which is the contiuuatiou 
of that occupied by Mount Pleasant. As at Mount Pleasant, the super 
ncial drainage is imperfect, and t here is consequently a tendency toward 
accumulation of stagnant waters, and the products of vegetal decay as 
well as animal refuse are not promptly swept into drainage ways, but 
are left to pollute the portion of the waters finding their way directly 
into the earth. Accordingly, here, as in Several other localities abont 
Washington in which the geologj and topography are similar, some 
pollution of well waters is inevitable ; its amount will depend upon the 
density of population and the amount* of animal and vegetal refuse 
allowed to remain on or near the surface; but it can only be determined 
by careful observation when the amount of pollution becomes so great 
as to render the water unfit for use. 

This. suburb contains 243 bouses; has 1 !>.""> privies and oi' wells. 

Howard University lands, — Both topographically and geologically tlio 
Howard University Hill is the homologne of Mount Pleasant and 
Pleasant Plains, save that it forms the periphery of the plateau, and 
that both superficial and sub surface drainage are consequently more 
nearly perfect. The thickness of the Potomac formation there is about 

125 feet. 

This suburb contains at the present time 94 houses: there are 87 
privies in use, and 22 wells. 

Le Droit /'ark. — This suburb occupies a part of the periphery of tlx 1 
amphitheater in which Washington is located, and w hich w as described 
in an earlier paragraph ; and the Columbia formation extends overit 
with a thickness of from 5 to perhaps 20 teet. Beneath it lies the Po- 
tomac formation, w ith an unknown thickness — probably 26 to 50 feet, 
but perhaps considerably more, The slope of the surface in tin 1 P art 
is such as to afford fair superficial draiuage: but its relation toHoward 
u niversity Hill is such that it receives not only the superficial but the 
surface drainage from the high lands to the nortl i ward. J )on ht less bx* 
cavation in Le Droit Park would in some cases result in finding suffi- 
cient water lor a family well at the junction of the Columbia and Po- 
tomac formations ; hnt since not only the impurities finding their way 
into the waters soaking into the -round within the park, but those de- 
rived lrom the adjacent high lands, must affect the waters circulating 
at tms horizon, the use of such a well would be attended w ith great 
risk. J here would be less risk j„ fhe use of water obtained in tW 
underlying Potomac formation, particularly if the excavation reached 
a considerable depth; and if the excavation w ere continued down to 
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the gneiss the use of the water would probably be safe until the high 
lands northward and westward of the city are much more densely dod- 
ulated than now. J 1 1 

Fortunately t he residents of the 65 booses in this suburb are not de- 
pendent upon well water. There are only 3 wells in the park, and the 
water from them has been found upon chemical analysis to be good 
Excreta are removed by the water-carriage system. 

Uniontoum.~Thia village is built upon the brick-clays of the Columbia 
formation, the thickness of which is probably considerable there, though 
it has not yet been ascertained. The bluffs and plateaus to the east- 
ward belong to the Potomac formation, while the gneiss exists at un- 
known depth beneath the surface. Uniontown is so situated topograph- 
ically as to receive the drainage from a considerable area lying to the 
eastward, and though this area is sparsely populated, tile population 
in the village is sufficiently dense to probably produce contamination 
of the water found any where within the Columbia formation. Of course 
wells excavated in the bases of the bluffs in the eastern part of and 
overlooking the village would be comparatively free from this danger. 
On i he whole, Uniontown is much more unfavorably situated, so far as 

_ m w v 7 

geologic structure and topographic configuration are concerned, than 
any of the other suburbs herein referred to. 

Ii will be seen by reference to the table that Uniontown has 200 
houses, with 1!>1 privies and 11 wells. The excreta are generally collected 
in water-tight receptacles above ground and removed by the pneumatic 
odorless process. Five houses were found without privy accommoda- 
tions. We have not yet had time to make an examination of all the 
water of the wells here, but this work will he pushed rapidly for- 
ward. 

Ivy City. — Both geologically and topographically, the position of Ivy 
City is similar to that of Montelloj but in the low grounds upon which 
<>f the village is situated there is a considerable accumulation of 
superficial debris derived from the surrounding hills, analogous in 
character to the Columbia formation. Neither the extent nor thick- 
nessof this superficial matter has, however, been determined with any 
degree of accuracy, and its relation to the underground drainage is 
consequently unknown. 

The village lies on the line of the main stem of the Baltimore and 
( >lii<> Railroad, and has at present L5 houses. Of these 15, there were 
!) found to have proper privies, and 6 either had no box or were leaking. 
There are 8 wells, and the water in one of these was found to be mint 
for use. 

Montello.— This village is built on the Potomac formation, of which 
foe thickness is not known, though it probably reaches a hundred teet 
<)r "tore. Although the village site is overlooked by hills, the superfl- 
drainage is good, and the sub surface waters are doubtless compar- 
atively free from impurities. 

Montello has 24 houses, 14 privies, and 9 wells. Six houses were 
f ?wud without privy accommodations, and 13 of the privies found were 
either leaky or not provided with proper receptacles. 

The water in two wells was found to be unlit for use. 

The department has not as vet succeeded in securing the abate ent 
JJaM nuisances found to exist in the suburbs of Washington,^ but a 
porous campaign against insanitary conditions has been inaugurated 
ai »<l will be pushed forward with energy. 
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CEMETERIES. 



In connection with the subject of the sanitary condition of the suburbs 
I would mention the question of cemeteries. Washington, like every 
other growing city, is surrounded by burying-grounds, and as dwellings 
are fast approaching these resting-places of the dead, it is probable 
that in the near future we may be compelled to take into consideration 
the effect that our cemeteries may have upon the soil destined to hold 
homes and furnish water for the living. Where the population is 
scattered danger to health from this source is hardly to be apprehended, 
but where people are gathered closely together and a large number of 
deaths occur annually, the question of the disposition of human remains 
becomes one of serious consequences, and the public health is apt to 
suffer from the effects of close proximity of crowded cemeteries to the 
abodes of the living. 

The question of the effect of crowded cemeteries upon the public 
health is one which has received consideration at the hands of the 
health authorities of both this country and Europe, and there is a 
growing sentiment to the effect that the true way of abolishing forever 
the nuisance of cemeteries is to burn the dead, and either to strew 
their ashes over the fields, as suggested by Sir Henry Thompson, or 
preserve them in columbaria. 

These remarks are merely incidental to the question of suburban 
sanitary conditions, and will be added to, after proper study, in my 
next report. When we consider the fact that something over 4,000 
persons die and are buried annually here, and that we still use the 
water from 218 wells in the city, the importance of the subject will be 
apparent to all. J
